“ Tlio number of candidates registered for this examina- 
tion was 869; and of these 657 took up the A. course and 
212 took up the B. course. 

“ Of the 657 candidates in the A, course 379 were suc- 
cessful; and 278 (including 14 absentees), failed. Of the 
successful candidates, 282 were placed in the Pass list and 98 
in the Honour lists — 38 in the first division and 59 in the 
secqytid. 

“ Of the 212 candidates in the B. course 72 were success- 
ful ; and 140 (including 3 absentees), failed. Of the success- 
ful candidates, 49 were placed in the Pass list, and 23 in the 
Honour lists — 6 in the first division and 17 in the second. 

“The examination has been conducted in accordance 
with the instructions laid down for our guidance in our letter 
of appointment.”

(J) Under the head of Geometry and Mensuration, 
the words “ bounded by straight lines ” he iuseited after 
the words “ plane surfaces.” There was such a limitation 
when Todhnnter’s Mensuration was the text-book, and 
unless the subject is so limited, it would bo too long and 
difficult for Entrance studouts to got through. 

(2) That in the F. A. Course in Geometry, a portion 
of the text-book, Wilson’s Geometry, namel}'-. Theorems 
1 to 12 of Section I of Book IV, be left out. These theorems 
treat of the properties of ratio and pioportion geometrically. 
But it will he sufficient for the studout to learn them fiom 
Algebra, if he learns (what ho ought to learn and what is 
given in most text-hooks in Algebia) that tlie algebiaical 
definitions of pioportion is dedm ible from the geometrical, 
and conversely, the geometrical from the algebraical. 

(3) That in the rules for the guidance of examiners 
the following clauses be inserted ; 

(rf) The papers set should be such as can be reasonably 
expected to be answered fully within the time allotted. 

(t) The questions in each subject should be faiily dis- 
tributed over the whole course in that subject. 

(e) In the papers sot at the Gutrance examination, 
the questions should be framed chiefly with a view to test 
a general but intelligent knowledge of tlie subjects, and 
questions that are very minute or voiy difficult, should, as a 
rule, be avoided.

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regard Jbo the representation contained in a letter, dated 
Calcutta, June, 1886, signed by certain members of the 
Senate, and with a view to widen the sphere of selection, it 
is deemed desirable to raise the limit of age to 22 years for 
candidates of all classes ” be adopted. 

Dr. Gooroodass Banerjee seconded the motion. 

Mr. II. J. S. Cotton proposed the following amendment: 

“ That the Governor-General in Council be informed 
that in the opinion of the University Authorities it is desir- 
able that the present opportunity should be taken to reframe 
the rules relating to the Government scholarships in a 
manner more consonant to the wishes of the Hindu and 
Mahomedan communities on the subject. 

That in the opinion of the University the limit of age 
should be reduced to 18 years for candidates of all classes, 
and that the scholars should be elected by competitive ex- 
amination, and that at every third examination the com- 
petition should be limited to Mahomedans only. 

The Chairman ruled that the foregoing amendment with 
the exception of the words That in the opinion of the 
University the limit of age should be reduced to 18 years 
for candidates of all classes ” could not be put to tlie meet- 
ing on the ground that no notice that this question would 
be discussed had been given to the Scuale. 

Col. H. S. Jarretfc seconded the amendment, subject to 
ruling of the Chairman,

In reply to the request contained in your letter, No. 
667, dated the Vth instant, 1 Ihave the honour to foirward 
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the following remarks, for the kind consideration of the 
Syndicate. . 

1. I agree with Mr. Tawney that there is an urgent 
necessity for Technical Education in this country. 

2. To the fact that a preliminary practical training in 
schools is required, to lead up to the higher technical train- 
ing, I beg to oppose the following statements : 

(a.) It results from fair and complete trials in different 
countries, and is admitted by tlie most impartial and quali- 
fied witnesses, that Technical Education, as a substitute for 
the Classical Education, is no necessity, nay yields inferior 
results ; that the Classical Education is decidedly a sufficient 
and even the best preparation to Higher Technical Studies, 
as well as to trade and any business in life. 

(b^ Reason and authority show that it is a mistake, 
to aim in the work of education in schools, at any other 
object, than to produce power, to gain knowledge, and to 
use it when gained ; that such i)Ower is best produced by 
classical studies. 

(c.) Reason and authority state f hat the attempt to 
teach directly in boyhood all tliat in after life, it will be 
desirable to know, results in destruction of knowledge itself. 

For proof of these statements, I further beg to refer 
you, to a pamphlet on the ‘Demand for Tocluii cal Educa- 
tion,' which I am publishing and of which I shall be able 
to send you some copies, I hope in a few days. 

I shall feel obliged to you if you kindly lay the pam- 
phlet before the members of the Syndicate for their kind 
consideration.

The Bengal proposal is that tin's ^prncti(*al’ examination 
should bo in Matbcinaties, History and Ccog’rapby, Phy- 
sics, Chemistry, Mechanical Drjiwing. All students, it is 
proposed, must pass this examijiatiou in order to quality for 
a degree in Eugiin’cring. 

Now, leaving the assumption to pass unquestioned, for 
the purposes of Engineeriug 1 do not deny that the exami- 
nation proposed is a practical one. Such a pi-eliniiiiary 
* Except possibly the Loudon, examination is t*xacted in iio'^ 
Ido not know. University at home at the En- 

trance stage of tlie Arts Course; but that does not affect 
the character of the proposed examination nor make it aii 
unpractical one for India. But at this point we reacli the 
fault of the Bengal proposal as Mr. Tawiiey words it. 
The Bengal proposal fails to distinguish between practical 
and technical education. The means pro[)osed by Mr. Taw- 
ney spettking for Bengal do not correspond (save in regard 
to Engineering) with the end sought. The practical exami- 
nation proposed in para. 11 of the Bengal letter will not 
further technical education. ' 
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For it is not easy to say in what sense the Bengal pro- 
posal uses the terms pr^tical and technical. By a practi- 
cal examination can only perhaps be meant an examination 
in subjects not literary ; therefore one in subjects scientific ; 
and Mr. Tawney^s examination scheme supports this conclu- 
sion. Yet this cannot be the meaning since scientific edu- 
cation is not, and technical education is, the aim of the 
Bengal proposal. 

Nor is it easy to grasp the meaning of the word ‘ techni- 
cal^ as used by the B^engal letter. The word has a Univer- 
sity use and a popular use. Technical education in an 
University means education in Engineering, Medicine and 
Law. The popular meaning is quite different. To the 
people technical education means a training for handicrafts 
given in special workshops. Which meaning does the Ben- 
gal proposal use ? Looking at Mr. Tawney’s proposed exa- 
mination, the answer seems to be the University meaning ; 
and in that case Mr. Tawney would propose to encourage 
Law and Medicine as well as Engineering by means of a 
practical examination. But this is not the Bejigal proposal 
nor do I suppose it is Mr. Tawney’s. The Bengal proposal 
is in reality far wider. The Bengal proposal is the symptom 
of a rebellion against a very vital evil — against the largely 
mnemonic and consequently incomplete character of Indian 
higher education. This evil is not ad ram and 1 pass it by. 
None the less is the Bengal proposal aimed against it, for 
the proposal from Bengal desires to encourage a general 
culture of hand and eye as well as of mind and memory. 
Mr. Tawney^s examination may do this for Engineering, and 
so far it is praiseworthy. But under the correction of men 
of many times greater experience than I can claim to possess 
Mr. Tawney’s proposals will not I believe effect what Mr. 
Tawney himself wishes to effect. 

The whole question of technical education— strangely 
enough excluded from the range of Mr. Hunter^s Commis- 
sion in 1882-83 — that is, technical education in the popular 
sense underlies this suggestion from Bengal, and no proposal 
for an additional University Examination adequately meets 
its importance. It is the Local Governments, and the Local 
Education Departments that have need to enquire whether 
their primary and secondary systems in fact only turn out 
men ready in a little time to be ticketted with the letters 
F. A. or B. A., or whether doing much more they turn out 
19 
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men whom a few years will find earning a decent livelihood 
by the well taught exercise of a craft.

In reply to your Circular of July 7th, regarding 
Mr. Tawney’s scheme for an alternative Entrance Examina- 
tion I have much pleasure in saying, 

(1) That the plan suggested seems a good one. Every 
one must admit that the present Course leads up to little 
save the Arts Course, while it does little to help in techni- 
cal education. 

(2) While a good one for most, and especially for the 
large Colleges of Bengal, it is I fear, likely to be a very 
great tax upon many of the up-country schools, where the 
classes are small, so small as to be unable to bear subdivi- 
sion ; and where the whole strength of the teaching staff is 
occupied with the one Course. 

(3) I fear that ivithout making one part of the course, 
Englisli, there is little hope of boys advancing in that sub- 
ject sufficiently well to make themselves familiar with sub- 
jects like Chemistry and Physics ; unless indeed they are 
of such an elementary character as to be almost useless. I 
would suggest English as a separate subject. 

(4) Might not also some attention be given to Book Keep^ 
ing ? It seems at least as important as Mensuration for hoys, 
of whom perhaps one half, enter various offices, and few of 
whom ever go in for Surveying or Engineering.

In reply to your No. 667 of 7tli instant, I beg 
to inform you that I approve of the proposed alternative 
Entrance Examination and hope the suggestion will be 
adopted by the University. 

I should, however, be gla^ to see Subject V, Geometrical ' 
Drawing, [say to the extent of First Principles of Geo- 
metrical Drawing,’^ Roorkee Engineering College Manual, 
price 1/4], instead of Mechanical Drawing as proposed by 
Mr. Tawney. 

For English boys I should then much prefer this alter- 
native examination to the present Entrance Examination ; 
and I think that most Head Masters of European schools in 
India would agree with me. 

Under the present system European and Eurasian boys, 
whose spelling and composition in their own mother-tongue 
is disgraceful, frequently pass the Calcutta University En- 
trance Examination in the Highest Division. For instance, 
a short paper sent in to me by an English boy, who had 
recently passed in the First Division, contained the following 
mistakes : plannetsy peicesy privilages, learnoy centuaryy and 
many more of the same kind. 

It is needless to point out that much harm is done to 
education, in so far as English boys are concerned, by such 
results in the English part of the Examination.

In reply to your letter No. 667 of 7fch July, 1886, 1 
have the honour to inform you that I agree with Mr. Tawney, 
the Offg. Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, in holding 
that, for candidates who take up Engineering and similar 
practical studies, an examination of a more practical nature 
ought to be established side by side with the present En- 
trance Examination. To encourage education in Bengal, 
some such preliminary practical training has become indis- 
pensably necessary, and to make it effective a practical 
Entrance Examination should be held by the University side 
by side with the present Entrance Examination. 

As for the subjects in which the alternative Entrance 
Examination is to be held. I am of opinion, that English 
Grammar and Composition ought to be included in the 
curriculum either as supplementary to the subjects proposed 
by Mr. Tawney or as substitutes for any one of them. In 
the present state of Indian society some knowledge of the 
English language is indispensable, and should be made a 
compulsory subject in an examination which is intended to 
be introductory to Collegiate education.

In reference to the above I have the honour to 
submit that although ihere can be no doubt of the advan-^ 
tage of technical instruction such as is aimed at in the 
Scheme, still it does not appear to me at all obvious that the 
mere announcing of such an Examination will create a de- 
mand for the teaching for it. My impression is, that there 
are not enough openings of promise in the future to induce 
students to take up this alternative course even if they have 
the chance. 

But perhaps the main difficulty in the matter to be 
the supplying the means to enable students to prepare for 
such an examination. The work for this could not be car-^ 
ried on pari passu with the work for the present examination 
in the schools as they are at present organised : and the 
additional staff and accommodation which would be re- 
quired, could not be provided without considerable expense 
to Government. An expense far greater it seems to me than 
to be justified by the probable demand for the teaching. 

Under these circumstances I doubt whether it is in 
the power of the University to ensure practical training 
being given in schools by instituting a practical Entrance 
Examination.

The great dilJiculty to my mind is this : such an 
exajninatioii is instituted, and as you say eveiy College must 
provide instruction in the subjects. hVoin where can the 
instructors be obtained? I have not been long in this 
country, but it seems to me that the standard of the ordi- 
nary teacher is miserably low : until really good teachers can 
be found education in this country •will not progress as it 
should.

Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, 1 have the honor 
to observe that the necessity of having some such alternative 
examination has been felt for some time, and that the pro- 
posed scheme appears suited to present requirements, except, 
perhaps, in one of its features, 1 mean the absence of any 
sort of examination in English. Although Englishmen can 
acquire the knowledge of ordinary every day English with- 
out studying English master-pieces, the same cannot be 
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expected of native students to whom the language is entirely 
foreign * Moreover the very fact of the absence of any sort 
of examination in English will naturally produce in the 
students intending to take up the alternative Course an in- 
* difference towards that branch, which will prove highly 
detrimental to their acquiring a knowledge of ordinary 
English. I believe, therefore, that there ought to be some sort 
of examination to test whether they have acquired a know- 
ledge of ordinary English. This may, perhaps, be best done 
by setting papers in Translation and Composition.

With regard to the letter of the Offg. Director of 
Public Instruction, suggesting a scheme for an alternative 
practical Entrance Examination, I have the honor to make 
a few remarks. 

2. The scheme does not propose, I presume, that Tech- 
nical Instruction should be given in ordinary schools ; but 
that Technical schools having been established throughout 
the country, students intending to enter these Technical 
schools should be required to go through the preparatory 
Course now proposed and to study this Course at the ordi- 
nary schools. The practical element in the teaching is to be 
given at the Technical schools, and the word practical in 
para. 3 refers to Drawing and the working of experiments 
ill Chemistry. It is important that there should be a clear 
understanding on this point as it would affect the cost of 
establishing the supplementary Entrance Class. 
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8. If this supplementaiy Entrance Class were esWb^ 
lisbed, the Calcutta University would no doubt be tke Ibest^ 
agency for examination. It seems, however, that the estab« 
lishmeut of such supplementary Entrance classes and tbere<^ 
fore arrangements about their examination would be pretn^ 
ture. It would be time enough to give instruction prepara* 
tory to the Technical schools, when these Technical schools 
exist ; and when these have been instituted, the nature of 
the preparatory training required will be better understood. 

4. It might be said that the University Entrance 
Examination proposed would in the meantime be of use as 
qualifying for Entrance into the Engineering Colleges. It 
could not serve that purpose in these Provinces. Boorkee 
College has an Entrance Examination of its own^ and if 
supplementary Bnti-ance classes were established, they would 
teach up to the Boorkee Entrance Examination, not to that 
of the University.

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3. Alternative Courses always have tended, and always 
must tend to riots in College classes, especially 'where botli 
of the classes are large. 

4. Alternative Courses invariably cause immense 
trouble to Principals and Professors in Colleges. Principals 
of Colleges in aiul near Calcutta have told me that they re- 
gard the recent changes in the M. A. Course, which have 
introduced alternative Courses into the higher classes of 
Colleges as the most distressing changes that have ever been 
made in tlic history of Education in Bengal! They have over- 
burdened and tortured Prmcii)als and Professors with over- 
work, as there are two sets of classes, but only one set of 
Professors. And the discontent expressed by the Professors 
has been very great. A system that renders Professors dis- 
contented does incalculable liarm to a University. There 
have been no riots anioiig the students, simply because the 
number of students in higher classes is always very small. 
But as it takes as much time for a Professor or a Principal 
to teach 3 students, as it does to teach 30, the smallness of 
the classes has been no relief to the wretched, over-worked 
Professors. I know one Pidncipal who is almost certain to 
injure his health from over-work from this cause. 

6. The way in which alternative Courses cause riots in 
Colleges is as follows. Suppose the alternative Courses are 
(1) Chemistry and (2) Psychology; and suppose that 25 
students choose Chemistry and 30 Psychology, pi^obably a 
larger room, and more convenient hours will be allotted to 
the Psychology studoJits, than to the Chemistry students ; 
and possibly also a Professor who is known to be a good 
crammer may be selected to teach Psychology ; and one who 
is known to be a bad crammer may be selected to teach 
Chemistry. This will lead the Chemistry students to declare 
that they have been sacrificed to the Psychology students 
in the matter of class-rooms, hours, and crammer. And 
they may possibly parade the verandahs in an insolent and 
riotous manner, refusing point-blank to obey the Principal 
when he orders them to go to their appointed class-room. 
All this has happened in the past. I obtained my facts 
from a Principal of one of the best first-grade Qoveimment 
Colleges in India. * / • ' ^ 

6. If the alternative Course is to be adopted, there 
„ must be two sets of teachers, oi* two sets of schools. At 
present with a monstrously , d[fflcult Entrance Exi^mation,

t6e teachers of all good schools are over-worked. To make 
" them do more work would be simply impossible. Moreover 
inost good schools are over-crowded and have - no spare 
; nooms. ^ 

V"' I strongly recommend the alternative Course, how- 
ever .j provided either two sets of schools or two sets of 
masters are established to teach it. To make the same 
school teach both alternative Courses would, in my opinion, 
be the greatest folly imaginable. It would be a presumptu- 
ous disregard of all past experience, and of the very bitter 
consequences, in the shape of riots and mutinies, which al- 
ternative Courses have produced. 

8. If two sets of schools or two sets of masters be 
appointed to teach the alternative Courses, then I believe 
that the teaching of Drawing will be beneficial in the high- 
est degree. Facts have come to my notice, proving the 
extraordinary value of the teaching of Drawing in India. 
But as this has been dwelt on with sufficient stress in Mr. 
Tawney^s letter, it is not necessary for me to add anything 
further in proof of it.

$0 ealiech Further diffusion of technical education, such as 
has been suggested in the Government proposition, should

3. The proposed Course seems to me to be unique of 
its kind — it may have its proper uses, but I do not see Jiow 
an undergraduate trained up in the proposed system can 
follow up his instructions and compete for liigher iTniver- 
sity honours. The V A. and B. A. Examinations are closed 
to him ; nor can ho go up for the Engineeinig degrees. His 
ignorance of English will make him a rcia avi$. 

4. There are practical objections to the scheme, inas- 
much as it will emb.irrass the present school establish inents 
of the whole country, in having to provide for the teaching 
of two Courses. And I ara of opinion that to give free 
scope to the opiional subjects, and therefore to the choice 
of candidates, the Com so should be one which can be uni- 
versally adopted. The inesent A. and B. Courses for the 
B. a", degree, altliough offering theoretically very great ad- 
vantages to students, *110 often found in the Mofiissil and out- 
lying stations to put serious obstacles in the way of leal 
progress. Colleges unable to make complete piovision for 
the teaching of both Courses are obliged to compel students, 
whethoi: qualified or not, to stick to one or otlier of the 
Course^ irrespective of the students^ capacity and thereby 
not Only is the wholesome object of the change frustrated, 
but a positive harm is iiroduced.

I liave tlie liouox’ to acknowledge receipt of your 
office No. 607, dated 7tli ultimo, forwarding a copy of a 
letter from the Officiiitiiig Diicctor of Public Instruction, 
Ueng.il, in which a scheme is suggested for an alternative 
2 »raoliccil Entrance Examination, and to offer my opinion on 
the proposal. 

2. The proposal made by Mr. Tawney is to institute 
an alternative Examination side by side with that at present 
held, with the \jcw of giving candidates a training which 
may be of some practical use to them in after-life. This 
alternative Examination is to be compulbory for students 
seeking admission to the University Examinations in Engi- 
neering, optional for others; and the subjects suggested 
are 

I. Mathematics as at present. 

II. History and Geography as at present. 

III. The Elements of Physics. 

IV. The Elements of Chemistry. 

V. Mechanical Drawing. 

3. I am strongly in favour of the object aimed at in 
Mr. Tawney^s letter. Some early^ training of a practical 
nature is undoubtedly invaluable for lads who have to earn 
their livelihood by their own exertions, and, while an en- 
deavour is made to give a liberal education, the future 
usefulness of what is learned should be always kept in 
view; but to have an alternative Examination is open 

^ to objection ; for in many schools it would be found 
' impracticable to carry on a double set of Kor 
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do I think this necessary to attain the object aimed at. 
A modification of the present scheme of studies would an- 
swer the purpose even better, since it would require all cau- 
didktes^ whether destined to be Engineers or not, to acquire 
% certain amount of this practical knowledge. I proceed to 
give in the sequel my idea as to how this arrangement could 
be effected. 

4. The Mathematical Course at present in force cannot 
be much modified, except perlmps in Geometry, for which 
some more modern book might be set than Euclid. But 
{practically no change would be made here. 

5. On the other hand, tlie present History and Geogra- 
phy Course mi^ht be with advantage largely modified. The 
History of India may be retained, but it is not necessary for 
boys at the Entrance stage to be acquainted with the whole 
of English History of which at best they can acquire the 
merest smattering. If this branch of the subject is retained 
at all, the Course should be confined to the present century, 
and the same boob might also be utilised as the text-book 
for English Literature. Moreover, mucli of what is impor- 
tant to Indian students in English History, namely, the 
i*elations between their own country and England, is found 
in a History of India, and if they desire to continue their 
studies in this direction they can do so after passing the 
Entrance Examination. 

The present Geography Course is, in my opinion, much too 
wide. In political geography, it would be quite sufficient 
to require a knowledge of the Geography of India, and the 
neighbouring countries, and of the British Empire ; and iu 
Physical geography the most general outline of the causes 
of terrestrial phenomena. 

6. Mr. Tawney docs not include English as a separate 
subject, but would have the papers ansAvered in that lan- 
guage, the Examiners allotting a certain proportion of 
marks for style. I think this part of his scheme is to be 
deprecated. In the first place, the Examiner, for example, 
in history, would be sure to confine nearly all his attention 
to the candidate’s historical knowledge, and to treat the 
style OEl a secondary consideration. Again, though it is 
true thfct Englishmen do not learn English by the reading 
of their own classics, yet their acquisition of a foreign 
language is much facilitated by reading, and style may un- 
doubtedly be vastly improved by the study of good m^els. 
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* 

Nor mast it be forgotten that teachers would, ^ncouscioud};^ 
perliaps but inevitably, neglect the accurate ot 

Eniyli^h, if it were diopped out of tlie cuniculuTnas a fortual 
subjci t. 

Wliilo, howo\or, retdining a regular English Exainina^ - 
tion, T should be inclined to make it as little technical as 
possible, an object which niiglit very well be attained by 
ub(dishing tlie second English paper in Iho Entrance Exa- 
mination, and, as alieady siiggesled, adopting tlie English 
History text- book as also tlio English Liteiature text-book. 
The piesent hook (Edith Thompson’s) would not be suitable 
for this pniposcj part of Bright’s History of England 
would be better. Gieat importance ought to be attached in 
that one English Literature jiaper to correctness of grammar, 
accuracy of exincssiou, idiom and punctuation, and com- 
paratively little to a knowdedge of the technical rules Of 
grammar and to the doii\aiion of words. 

7. The pioposal undei discussion takes no account of 
an 01 icntal Vernaenlar or classic. This is io be regretted. 
However de«iirabl(' it may he io enconiage English learning 
Olid piaciical tiainiug, it cannol be the intention of tlie 
D diversity to withdraw Indian students from a study of 
tiioir owMi languages, which certainlj would be the I'csult 
ot oniilting them from the cuniculum. One paper, however, 
would he quite enough tor this subject, and the amount to* 
be read might he consideiahly leduced. 

R. In the remainder of the subjects proposed by Mr, 
Ta WHO V 1 hcaitily agree. The only i egret I have is that 
hygiene cannot be added, hub this would probably inalie the 
Collide too long. It is worth eonsidt»ring, however, whether 
riiysics iniglit nob be inatlo an .ilteniiit|ve subject with 
lij gieno. 

As for Drawing, its importance can hardly be exag- 
gerated. Not OJil^ does it act as a valuable tiaining to the 
hand and eye, it becomes, to one who has a tasitc for it, 
tinougliout life a pleasant recreation offer sh(‘er brain labour, 
and .would bo a most enjoj'able change to both pupil and 
tcaelier in tlie midst of a day of ordinary class- work, 
of tlie work, raoieover, required for the subject could be 
4 lone in school, and little home work would be nec^SSltxy 
beyond what a hoy’s own inclination urged him jto/ 
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It would be important, of course, in modifying the 
eotn'se* of study on the lines above suggested, not to increase 
the amount of work n^quired of boys, seeing that the 
present course is as much as can ho tlioroughly mastered 
within the time allowed. The way 1 should propose to meet 
this difficulty will be seen from the following table, showing 
the varioxis subjects as now proposed, comi)ared wiih those 
prescribed in the present (*ourse :

Sir, 

In reply to your letter No. 667, dented the 7th July 
1886, forwarding a letter addressed by the Offg. Director of 
Public Instraetion to the Eegistrar of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity, I have the honour to submit the following opinion. 

The proposal that an alternative Entrance Examination 
should bo held in the subjects referred to in the Ofifg. Direc-* 
tor’s letter is open to several objections. It is well known, 
that the Course prescribed for the Entrance Examination 
determines the character of study which students have to 
pursue from their earliest years. Eor three, four, or five 
years preceding the date of the Examination, the subjects 
of the Examination are regularly studied. If the new pro- 
posal is carried out, students, as well as tlie teaching Insti- 
tutions, will begin to attend to Physics, and Chemistry and 
mechanical drawing and begin to neglect the languages, 
several yeJirs before the examination in the new style is 
actually held. Now I consider' it very unreasonable that 
students, or their parents or other guardians should be com- 
pelled to elect a career so early in life, A boy of the age 
of 11, 12 or 13 is not in a position to decide as to the career 
he will select, nor can those resj^onsible for his education 
discover at that age his bent, and attempt to shape his 
future in a final and determinate way. In the next place 
if a boy, after selecting the new course, discovers after his 
first unsuccessful attempt to pass the Enti’auce Examination, 
that he has made a mistake, it will be almost impossible for 
him to correct that mistake and qualify himself for the 
alternative course. If he should succeed ih passing the 
Entrance Examination in the technical course, he would 
be practically excluded from pursuing a comfse of literal 
.education as prescribed by the Calcutta University, for he 
would not be in a position to compete on equal terms with 
students who had passed the Entrance Examination in the 
general course. Then again it seems to me that the : Qffg. 
Director’s proposal is really of a disqualifying and not of , 
an enabling nature. Under the present rules, a • boy, who 
passes the Entrance Examination in the general course, is 
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allowed to prosecute his studies in the Engineering College. 
The proposal contemplates the exclusion of such boys from 
the Engineering College, which will be open only to such stu- 
dents as pass the Entrance Examination in the technical 
course. I am of opinion, that this liinitSition of the rights 
of students will operate as a serious hardship and ought not 
to be sanctioned unless justified by grave necessity. It is 
perfectly true that the technical education given in an 
Engineering College will be better as the preliminary edu- 
cation of the boys in Mathematics, Physics, &c., is sounder. 
If the authorities of the Engineering College complain that 
the boys now admitted, lack the necessary prelinunary 
training, especial examinations might be held for admission 
into that College. But to alter the schcuue of the Entrance 
Examination would be not only to render the proceedings 
of our University cumbersome and anomalous, but would 
seriously interfere with the education and the prospects in 
life of the young men who attend schools and colleges. 
I fully appreciate the necessity of technical education in 
this province, but I do not see tljat it is the business of the 
University as such, to take in hand a complete course of 
technical education. The Engineering College at Sibpiir 
is a Government Institution, affiliated to the University of 
Calcutta, and though it may make such rules as it thinks 
fit for admission of students, it has no right to thrust on 
the University a particular system of education. Several 
students at the present day who join the Engineering Col- 
lege after ];)assing the Entrance Examination leave it when 
they find the work in that College to be disagreeable and 
irksome. They have no difficulty in joining one of the 
’ existing Colleges and reading for the First Examinatiou in 
Arts. But students passing the Entrance Examination in 
the technical course would have no career open to them if 
they found by experience that they wei-e unfit to pursue 
their studies in the Engineering College. A serious ob- 
jection to the introduction of the alternative Entrance 
course appears to me to be tbe omission of languages, espe- 
cially the English language from the examination. Now 
if English is to be the medium of instruction generally, 
it is desirable that the students should possess sufficient 
knowledge of the language, thoroughly to master the sub- 
jects they have , to read. The knowledge of English 
possessed by the majority of our matriculated students is 
indeed so poor, that I fear the course of instruction impart- 
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ed at the Si>)pur Engrineering Collei?e is already too difficult 
for thorn to mijstor. Some years ago, if I mistake not, on 
the ropresontuiion of the authorities of the Calcutta Medical 
Co]l(‘ge, to tlio eff(»ot, that the average matriculated students 
could not follow the lectures delivered in English at the 
Medical College, the Uuiverbity authorities raised the stan-' 
d.ird of admi'^sioii to tlie Medical College, If tlie candidates 
for the KngineeriTig College were not I’oquirod to pass any 
evamiuatiou at all in Eni»li,sh, thoj" would so far neglect 
that subject as to he tliorouohly iuonpable of understanding 
any h‘cturo deli\’’ered in Eni;*lish. Tlie Oflieiating Director 
in In's hotter sa^s, that “ordinary overy-day English is 
ac<purod hy En<>]ishinoii by c<mversation aud the reading of 
novels and newispajicrs/^ This may be perfectly true as 
regards Eu^lislinien. Dut this ean never be true as regards 
native boys of 11, 12 or lo who do not as a rule attain at 
that age buch a knowltnlg^' of English as enables them to 
understand tlie language of novels and newspapers written 
in English. The native students have neither, moi'oover, 
the (Mpaeity nor the opportujiify of learning English by 
conversation, held in lOuglisli, Those are objections on 
principle. A practical objeeiion having reference to details 
is, tliat it would be extremely difficult for studeuts to master 
the new course and to get comjietent teachers. Physics 
and C'liemibtry where they have t(» be learnt at all, will have 
to be got up by rote, aud surely that sort of education will 
not be a valuable preliminary trainitig. The new course 
suggebted is analogous to the course prescribed for Matri- 
evdilion in the ’Loinlon Uuiv('rsity, and it has always been 
adinitl<d, that that is a much too iliflicnlt for 

students ■'preparing for the Eiilrance Examination in this 
country. (')u tliobo grouTuIs I strongly protest against the 
proposal to hold an alternative Ejitrance Examination in the 
tochiiiciil course.

Sir, 

With reference to your ol1b*e No. 667, dated the 7th 
July last, inviting expression of opinion on an tfilteinntive 
practical Entrance Examination, as proposed by tlie OlH- 
ciatiug Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, I have 
tW honour to say, though not without some ditlidenco, tliat 
my humble opinion on the scheme differs materially from 
the view taken by that high functionary ; and that, on that 
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very account, I consider it all tlie more imp^erative upon 
me to make a clear statement of my reasons in support of 
that opinion. 

It will not, 1 am afraid, bo expedient to accept the 
proposal to discard Jilii^lish and a second language alto- 
gether. A knowledge of these subjects, it may be contend- 
ed, is not an indispensable aid to the cause of technical 
education; Init it may with etpial force bo pointed out that 
Physics and Sanskrit are of no pra(*tical uso to a student 
of Law, and ^et thi*re is no graduation in Law without 
previous graduation in Arts — apparently because the pres- 
tige of the University rc'quires that a 13. L. should not lack 
a general education as respectable as that of a B. A. Simi- 
larly technical students admitted into the University ought 
not to bo men iniablt‘ to pass through the test of the ordi- 
nary Entrance Examination, which (though some slight 
modifications niiglit be proposed) could hardly be pronounced 
too ci^actiiig in its nature. There is hardly a respectable 
lino of life in tins country where a knowloflge of English 
is not a necessil y or, at all events, an advaniage ; and the 
best and sui'est way of acquiring that knowledge is a regular 
study of English literature. Histf>rical and Geographical 
tevt-books will never give the required amount of know- 
ledge; and tlie advantages arising out of conversation and 
the study of novels ajid newsj>apors, tliough suliicieut for an 
Englishman qpquiring a knowledge of his own mother- 
tongue, will l&ardly, if ever, be so great in this country as 
to dispense with the use of prescribed text-books. Natives 
of India, at least for some time to come, can hardly bo 
expected to converse with their mothers and Sisters in Eng- 
lish, or to be talked to by their partmis and brothers in the 
same language; and I do not know how many of tUeiu take 
to the study of novels and newspapers before passing the 
Entrance Examination. For the uurpose of making tech- 
nical education more popular than u is in this country, it 
is necessary that its luvstiare and respectability should not 
be lowered in any way ; and I therefore take the liberty to 
suggest that admission into the technical department of the 
University should be made conditional on a tolerable know- 
ledge of English, and a somewhat decent grounding in the 
studenPs mother-tongue. Tlie introduction of Physics and 
Chemistry, to supplant English and a second language, does 
ja g t seem necessary, for the study of those subjects may very 
jp^ll be postponed till after matriculationt Besides the 
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innovation will only load to the same vicious system of 
cl*amming in most Entrance schools as unfortunately prevails 
in M. E. and M. V. schools ; for few of thorn can bo expect- 
ed to have at their command the appliances necessary for a 
practical study of those subjects. If they are to be intro- 
duced at all, and to take the place of the two laiigiiagos, I 
must point out the necessity of making students passed in 
tlio alternative Examination inadmissible into the General 
Department, and this suggestion is made in the interests of 
the students themselves, as also of those gentleman who 
would have otherwise had to teach thorn in laiiguages in 
which their strength has never been tested by the Univer- 
sity. With respect to mechanical drawing, however, 1 am 
glad to bo able to fully agree to the opinion of the late (-)lfg. 
Director; but I think it should bo made an alternative 
subject, either for English Grammar which, in my opinion, 
is made too much of in the case ot candidates intended for 
the General Doparfmoiit, ami will be hardly of any use to 
technical students, or fur the subject of the first paper in 
languages other than English, for the critical study of a 
classical language is miieli less indispensable in their case 
than practice in the art of mechanical drawing. The sub- 
jects, then, that I would propose for the Entrance Examina- 
tion are as follows :

Sir, 

With reference to the proposed alternative practical 
Entrance Examination (alluded to in your Jotter No. 667, 
dated the 7th July 1886), it may not be unprofitable to ex- 
amine briefly the advantages and disadvantages of such a 
8cbeme. 
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Thyo proposed oxainiuoHon will ocrtainly facilitate 
success with respect to boys who happen to bo particularly 
backward in Ensflish and who value tlieir Muccess in the 
Entrance Examinatioii only as it \^ill jL;i\o them access to 
^ technical education. ]t will aUo reinler the examinees 
all the bettor fit for the study of Eiij^inoeriug in proportion 
as it is divested of a liberal character and made to assume 
a technical one. 

These are about the only qooil rosnlls that can be ex- 
pected to accrue from this examination, but the difficulties 
and Inconveniences that it will croaio will more than coun- 
terbalance these few and small advantages. 

Not to say anything about the questionable value of 
these advantages, the introduction of ihis examination will 
necessitate the app<jintmeiit, in every higluu* class school, 
of additional men to teach chemistry and (hawing which are 
comprised in the curriculnni of the new*^ examination, nay, 
which may, iiuh'ed, be said to form its distiiietivc features. 
Now on account (»f the nieagrchess of the resources of most 
mufasal sidiools this will lead to a perfunctory, if not an 
inaceurati', te.icliing of ih'»se subjects, Tliis objection 
would not weigli inucli if the adoption of such a course re- 
commended itself stro7igly on otlnu* grounds. But we have 
already seen that it will inove liel])l‘nl to those hojs alone 
who may wish to adopt thigiiieering as a profession afior 
passing the Entranc(» Ex:»niuaiion, Such boys, it. wull he* 
seen, reiuvsent so insignificant a fraction of the whole 
number of Entrance candidates that we shall not bi' jus- 
tified in adopting, solely for the benefit of the fornu^r, a 
measure that will work as a hardship upon the majority of 
Entrance candidates, and the entire body of mufasal 11. C, 
E, Schools. 

Finally, in spite of the comparative u^selessncss of the 
critical study of English elabj&ics as a faidor in enabling 
native students to speak and write modern English correct- 
ly, it must be allowed that a studiuit will bo none the worse 
for the Utile stock of literary knowledge that he may bring 
to tho prosecution of a technical study. 

8o, in view of these faci«., while admitting tho utility 
of isucJi a scheme, I beg leave to think that its adoption 
may be deferred till there is a great(»r demand for technical 
education in the country, aud till we have a larger number

Sir, 

With reference to your No. C67, flaterl the 7Ui July 
last, forwimliiif? for an expression of o})inion coi^y of a 
letter from the Ofl*g. Director of Public Inslrnction suggest* 
big a sclioine for an altornalivo practical Eiitraiice Examina- 
tion, I have the honor to slate niy views on the subject. 

The opinion seems to bd that th(3 present Eiitranco 
course is difficult and not well suited for technical education, 
and the object of the new cmii'se is to prcwitle such a 
training as would bo most convenient for science pupils. 
Theoretically inucli may be said in favour of this plan; but 
T am liumbly of opinion that practically it will not bo use- 
ful, As matters now stand, law and medicine go under the 
head of Literature, and (hvil Engineering is the only bi'anch 
which would come under the purview of the new course. 
But Civil Engineering as a Collegiate course assumes a course 
of liberal education and no course can pretend to bo lib»‘ral 
which places literature at a discount. In so far Civil En- 
gineering may bo excluded ; and we must look to techni- 
cal, indijitrial and meelKiiiieal arts for occupation for those 
who are to take up the projioscd parallel course. But no 
single sclieme of training can be devised for such a purpose. 

Tecbnical instmotion is a very wide field, embracing 
such widely divergent subjects as ar<diitt‘ctiire and the 
veterinary art. An Entrance Examination that would bo a 
good preparation for tecbnical instruction in some particular 
branch, would be a bad preparation fur i]istruction in an- 
other. If the idea of giving a pndiminary practical train- 
ihg were to be carried out to its farthest logical conse- 
quences, there ought to bo several insteaxl of a single 
Entrance Examinatioji of a practical ebaraetor. Even in 
tl»c OfiEg. DireetoPs letter, I may ad<l it is pv<tposed to make 
the practical Entrance test compulsoiy for admission to the 
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TJuiversity .ExnniinationH in Eiififiiieering only.. Jts special 
fitness for intentlin^^ law stiidoJits is certainly not' by atiy 
meiins appareni. An Butranee Exainination, in my liuipble 
judj^^incnt, should demand su«jli kuowled<:je -as would 
nse in afhn' life to as largo a pr()2)ortiou as i>ossible of 
the candidates who attend such Examination. In this view, 
it seems to nio that the course of reform should lie in tho 
direction of making the present Entrance Examination 
more practical in its chanicicr than of the establishing an. 
alternative examination. Eor this end tho omission of tech- 
nical snhjeols, is what appears to me to be most needed ; 
but as tho question of a reform of the [present Entrance 
course is now not before me, 1 shall not say anything about 
it here. 

Tho first question to settle for a technical course, is the 
medium of oduoation. I am (mi})hjiiiea.lly of ojjinion, and 
this for obvious reasons, that tlic Entrance Examination for 
such a course should be in tho rernactUar of the piipils. A 
coinparativcdy cosily English education, and oj)e extending 
over a good many years wt)ukl he a great loss of money and 
time, which too lins moiu'y value, to tlje a’reat majority of 
those Indians wiu> w^ant to get their living by practising any 
of the lower technieal arts. Jn the higher arts of Law,' 
Medicine, and Engineering indeed an English oducatioii 
iniisl for a long time yet to come, form a necessary basis., 
Eor the lower arts, howevm-, an English basis wonld be dis- 
astnms. Deficient knowledge of English, I may here add, 
has been fmind to be a drug (»n tlie Indian students ill tlie- 
Engineering College. The Indian students who join tjiis. 
ColI(‘ge are generally not among those who stand hi|?li in., the 
Entrance Exaiiiinal ion, and arc therefore not up lu 
Ei3glish, and so they lag behind tlicii* Anglo-Indian fellow 
slmlenfs, wliose vernacular is English. The Offg. Director's 
scheme, di.seanling as it does the Indian voniaeulars alto*- 
getlicr, contrasts very unfavourably with tho present En- 
trance coiu’se. In any Entrance course that may be adopt- 
ed, the Indian vernaculars should by all means hold their 
place. 

T w^ould object to drawing being made compulsory in 
all schools. It slic*uld be confined only to sueb studcHt^ as " 
purpose taking up some branch of technical inslx^ctiou ih 
whuh a knowlecUre of drawing would be of use» iVsLppeSrs; . 
from the Offg. Director's letter that Oermany is 
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European country in wliicli tlrawingf is made a part of g(»nc 
ral education. But Germniiy is otluOiitionally the most ad- 
vanced country in the world. It would bo too early now for 
iJ&ckward India to tliink of following in the footsteps of 
Germany in respect of drawing, while countries, so nearly 
on a level with Oerniany as England and Fiance, have not 
been able to apiiroach her. The Offg. Director’s letter 
appears indeed not to insist on drawing as an indispensable 
subject for his alternative lOntr.uice course. The amount 
of preliminary tuition too should vary according to subjects. 
An architect requires a much higher preliminary Jirainiiig 
tl»au a jouriieyman stonevvaslier, and one cast iron pattern 
for all cannot but prove miscliievous, and will deter people 
from taking such technical education instead of attracting 
them.

1 fnil to see that the smattering of English convoyed 
by History and (h'Ogiaphy eaii iji any way niakc up for the 
omission of English tlioiight and literature conveyed by tho 
study of a really good text-book.

^ With rcfereiiee to yonr letter No. 667 dated the 
7th ultimo asking for my opinion t>n a scheme for an aL 
ternative practical Entrnnce Ex;i.mination, I liavc the honour 
to submit the following rcmiirks : 

1. Attacliing, as tlie peopI<‘ of tliis country do, a great 
importance to all tlio ExaminaUous of tho Calcutta Univer- 
sity, there is no doubt Unit tliey will take a keen interest 
in any alternative course, which may be established aide by 
side with the existing Entrance Examination, and the institu- 
tion of a practical Entrance Course is therefore, I think, 
likely to give a great stimulus to technical instruction in 
this Province. 

2. For a student wlio contemplates obtaining for him- 
self the liberal education, that a University Uegi'ee is sup- 
posed to indicate, I do not think that the limited knowledge 
of English now required fur^ the Entrance Examination 
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WoiiM,be at all more than snfliciont to enable him to follow 
a higher course of teolmical or seicnitific instruction with 
any benefit. A laiowh^fige of Eiu^lisli may be aeqninMl by 
Ithiglish stuchmtfe in the %\ay nu‘iitioiiod in the Director's 
letter, but not by n.itivo stinlents, who in my opinion jnnst 
always have a reyjjlar iraiiiing in it AVere Ihiglisli omitted 
from the alternative Entrance Course, it w'ouhl, I tliiiik, be 
necessary to open more sp(*eial courses, excluding English, 
in the higher tlniv(‘rsity I^Jxaniinatinns, for those students 
who prefer to follow dillVrent bi-aiiehcs of tocluiical and 
scientific study — a measure, whieh ]>('rhaps it might be 
advisable to adopt in any case. I would propose, however, 
that English should bo made a compulsory subject in the 
alternative Entrance C()uise, by wliicli arrangement the 
candidates that j)a'^s»'d in it would be enabled to go on with 
the Arts Course, li they wish(*d to do so, 

3. The addition of English as a compulsory subject in 
the new Course, would necessitate its curiadinent in some 
other respect. 1 would theicforc strike out Physical (Jeo- 
grapliy and modify the Oouis'* as noted below.

It will be seen that aeeording to this soliemo, there 
would bo eiglit Paptu’s on the whole as at the present 
Enti'anco Examination. 

4. Besides the class of students, who arc desirous of, 
or suited for a I^niversity education in tlic ordinary sense 
of the words, I believe that there would be many students 
from the lower middle and low('r ohi8S(‘s, who in attending 
classes for technical iiislructiou would do so wdth a view 
to being able to earn their liveliJiood at an earlier period 
and at a less outlay that those students who go through a 
ITniversity Course. 

I am of opinion therefore that there slionld also be a 
separate Examination for students attending toohnical 
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schools, of a more final nature tlian the ITnitersity 
trance Bxamiiiatioii, a\1iic1i can only bo regarded as^a diOm- 
moiiceinciit of a liighor course of study, and that at such 
Examination certificates should be granted vouching oply 
for a certain proficiency in different arts and industries^ 
and not in the attainments of a more general education.

prominent. The specimen pages are from an edition of 
Mr. Prinsep’s Criminal Procedure Cc»de. I do not lecom- 
mend it as a sample as it is too cramped and with too small 
a margin. 

I propose to increase the width of the printed matter 
of the Tagore Lectures from about 3^ inches to 4^ inches, 
and as the text will be leaded as in the Tagore Lectures 
already printed, the pages will not appear as cramped and 
crowded as in Prinsep.

“We, the undersigned members of the Sub-Committee 
appointed by the Senate to enquire what would be the pro- 
bable cost of reporting and printing the proceedutgs of the 
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[December 18, 


Senate, and to make ancfcrostions ns to what the exact duties 
of the official reporter should bo, have the honour to submit 
our report. • 

We are of opinion that wo can obtain the services of 
a competent reportin’ for Its. jJ5 a meeting. We nuderstand 
that the Calcutta Corponiiion has recently sanctioned the 
payment of Ks. 25 to tlio Statesman newspaper for a report 
of each General nieetiiig by its own loiiorter, and that this 
is accepted as an official report. Assuming that tl»ere ore 
on an average six nieetitigs (»f tlo' yenato in the }ear, the 
annual cost of reporting will therefore be about Ks. 150. 

“ The report of each general mi'etinir in the year will 
cover about 20 pages on the Proceedings. Assuming a cost 
of Ks. 2-2-0 per l)age, the total cost ot printing per annum 
may be roughl}'^ estimated at Es. 255. 1’he engagement of 
an official reporter will, therefore, entail on tlie University 
an additional annual cost of Es. 40’). Iti this calculation 
we have neglected the probable additional cost of ])Ostage 
once a year when the Minutes are disLribute‘(l to the li\'llows 
of the University. 

There is no (lou1)t that the finances of the University 
can easily bear the expenditure which the cngcigenieiit of an 
official reporter would entail.

7,200 fur the 
puipose of sending a Muhaminadan student to England to 
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study cither Lnw or Medicine, have the honour to submit 
the following report. 

We held our first meeting on the 2l8t August and 
after considering the merits of the candidates from whom 
applications had been received, resolved in order tliat the 
amount, conditions, and object of the scholarship should be 
known as widely as possible, to recommend to the Syndicate 
that the following advertisement should bo inserted in the 
leading journals of Calcutta and Allahabad. 

“ ‘ The Committee appointed to elect a scholnr on Her 
Highness the B(»gura of Bhopars foundation will proceed 
to elect one in the month of November. All iipplications 
should reach the ofli(*o of the Registrar on or before the 1st 
of November. All applicants must be under 23 years of ago 
and graduates of the Calcutta University. By the terms of 
the foundation, the scholar must be a Muhammadan, and will 
be required on election to proceed to England to study either 
Law or Medicine.* 

“This advertisement was inserted accordingly by the 
Registrar on the ord(‘r of the Syndicate. 

“ By the 1st of November applications from 12 candi- 
dates had reached the ollicc of the Registrar. One of these 
a 2 )plications was subs(»(iueutly withdrawn. 

“ We held our second meeting on Friday, the 26th of 
November. 

“ After considering carefully the age, circumstances, 
and acadomicnl careers of the various candidates, we deter- 
mined to award the scholarship to Abdur Rahim, B. A. of 
the Presidency College, Calcutta. 

“It only remains for us to state the manner in which 
we desire that the scholarship should be paid. 

“We recommend that the Registrar should pay the 
scholar Rs. 600 on his taking his i)assage for England, and 
that subsequent payments should be made as follows : 

“ Tlie Registrar should transmit tlie equivalent of Rs. 
2000 to the scholar annually in four quarterly payments. 
These remittances should, if possible, be timed so as to 
arrive on or about the English quarter-days. But no such 
payment should be made without the submission by tbe 
candidate to the Itegistrar of a certificate of good conduct 
signed by the Secretary of the Northbrook Indian Society.

When all the Candidates had been piesented, His 
cellency the Chancellor in calling upon the Vice-Chancellor 
to address the Convocation, said ; 

Mr. Vice-Chancellor, Ladies and CrNTLFiffBN, — Al- 
thougli I do not intend to detain you with an} observations of 
my own before calling upon our Vice-C^haiiceller to address 
jou, it is but natural that I should take this opportunity of 
congratulating the Umversitj upon the eminent position 
it holds among our Indian Institutions. In 1 H 82 , when my 
illustrious predecessor addressed )uu as Chancellor, he 
called attention to the fact that this University had been in 
existence for a period of a quarter of a century, and he 
refeired with satisfaction to the admirable results which 
had been produced in the provinces subject to its infiuence. 
Since then a good deal has occurred. A Government Com- 
mission was appointed for tlic purpose of examining the 
position of education throughout all India, and inlaid down 
the linos upon which, I believe, education is destined most 
successfully and safely to proceed. At the same time Lord 
Ripon expressed the hope that, side by side with the Go-* 
vernment system of education, there should spring up 
through the medium of local effort, free and independent 
educational institutions characterised by greater variety and 
spontaneity. Before the commission had reported, various 
circumstances occurred to prove that the wise word of your 
late Chancellor had not fallen upon barren ground, and 
there is nothing which has given me greater pleasure than 
to 'Observe with what remarkable energy and with what 
illiqgyi^le liberality, independent and local efforts on 
of ™^ation have been prosecuted throughout the ootitiltfy. 

secret of all progress is untiring and utnseas- 
Pg effort, and I trust, therefore, that I shall XiOt^ ba ' 
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ipoxisCd.ered to ignore or overlook the past if I express the 
hope that not only those efforts will be oontinned, but that 
ttiie TThiyersitjr will go still further afield, and will eventu- 
ally proceed to cultivate ground which hitherto has been 
only imperfectly tilled. You, gentlemen, as representatives 
of the enlightenment of modern India, are not only bound 
td direct the efforts of your fellow-countrj men towards the 
study of literature, of law, and of medicine, but it is also 
incumbeut upon you to tuin your attention to the develop- 
ment* of those scientific pursuits upon which the material 
prosperity of every nation so much depends, and which are 
such essential oliaracteristics of that civilization which is 
being so rapidly assimilated by the people of this country. 
'T have learned with satisfaction that llie changes, which 
after due deliberation have been introduced into the courses 
of this University, have amply fulfilled the expectations of 
those who inau^urafed them. Those changes have all been 
in the direction of greater thoroughness. That is entirely 
as it should be. Thoroughness ought to be the watchward 
inscribed over the doois of every temple of learning, for 
believe me that, although pedantry may be excused in such 
an institution as ibis, anj thing approaching to dilettantism 
can only be regarded ns the sign of irretrievable deteriora- 
tion. Consequently I again repeat to you that, whatever 
elso you do, bo careful that your system is thorough. That 
it has now become so is, I helievo admitted, and it is a source 
of pride to all ot us to know that those gentlemen who have 
passed before me to-day are able to go away with the con- 
viction that they have received a sound and thorough educa- 
tion, and that they have won their diplomas by dint of 
untiring industry" and application. But, however, tho- 
rough may be your system, it is also desirable in a certain 
sense that it should be catholic, and in a certain sense ex- 
tensive, and I am glad to think that, under the auspices of 
this Convocation, favourable conditions have been created 
for the promotion of female education. It must have 
given us all the greatest pleasure to see those two ladies 
approach the Vice-Chancellor and receive at his hands their 
diplomas^ which they may justly regard as a source of hon.* 
to themselves and to every one coilnected with them. 

I u^ill not Ibnger detain you, I will simply 
congratglate you upon the continued proofs which every 
pxhihits of the wholesome influence you exerciae 
TAV'iOUS collegiate and other educational establish-* 

ir \ 
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ments in India, wbilc at the same time 1 express the hope 
tliat from year to year your efforts may be ever orowoed with 
increasing and permanent success. I now call upon the 
Vice-Chancellor to address the Convocation. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor then addressed the 
Senate and (Jradualcs as follows : — 

Tour Excellency the Chancellor, Members of *rHB 
Senate, and Graduates op the University op Calcutta# 
— I had hoped that we should have been privileged to-day 
to listen at greater length to the counsels of a Statesman 
whoso eloquence has adorned many high posts in America, 
Europe, and Asia. But, my Lord, you have laid your coin- 
mand upon me to address the present Convocation, and 
however much 1 ma} regiet this decision for the sake of my 
fellow-members of the Univer&ity, I cheerfully obey Your 
Excellency’s older. For surely no man can look down on this 
hall, filled w'ith the educated youth of Northern India on the 
e\e of their start in hie, without being glad of an oppoitii- 
nity of wishing them God-speed, and of saying to them such 
words of encouragement and comfort as may be found in 
him. There is, however, another thought even more insistent 
at this moment in my mind. For standing amid the senators 
and dignitaries of this great seat of learning, I cannot help 
asking myself, how far have this University, and the system 
of education w^hich it rcpi'esents, fitted these young men for 
their woi k in life. 

That is a question which has caused muct heart-search- 
ing during the pa&t year. Judged, indeed, by the outward 
and mat erial results, there could be no question wliatever. In 
1861, just a quarter of a century ago, this University, then 
a homeless bod>-coiporate, held its Entrance Examination 
intents upon the liot open plain. Its examinations for the 
degiee of Bachelor ot Arts were conducted in a borrowed 
chamber, disturbed one day by a concert-company On the 
floor above, and on another day by the settling up of the 
Calcutta races in the next room. In that year it passed its 
flrst Master of Arts. The tents on the open plain have grown 
into this spacious hall : the graduates have advanced frotn 
tons to hundreds, and from bujidreds to thousands^ -Jl’his 
year, the numbers made another leap forward. The candi^f 
dates tor the Fiitiance Examination reached their highest 
point, within a few units of 4,400. The candidates for the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts were more than double tb^ number 
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in the preceding year. The number of Masters of Arts were 
also double the number in 1885. 

Judged^ therefore, by the test of figures, or by this stately 
Senate House with its lofty ceilings and marble statues, the 
career of the University has been wholly prosperous. But 
the true results of a great spiritual influence upon a people 
cannot be gauged by statistics alone, or by any outward 
magnificence in stone or lime. The Calcutta University 
Stands not only as the door by which the educated classes in 
this country pass into .the professions; but also as a barrier 
at their entrance into practical life. In Englaiul, the young 
doctor, the young engineer, the young lawyer, have many 
pathways into their future vocations besides the Universities. 
In India, a youth has, with few exceptions, to qualify him- 
self for his profession, whether medicine, or civil engiiieeririg, 
or teaching, or the law, in an institution affiliated to a Uni- 
vei’sity, by a coin so ot study to a large extent regulated by 
the University standards, and tested by the University exa- 
minations. The Calcutta University guides in this way the 
higher education of over 120 millions of people (more than 
Gibbon’s estimate of the whole population of the JRoman 
Empire), in ninety-eight affiliated colleges and schools. 

Such a system of Public Instruction has to work from 
above; and not, as iji countries where education lias slowly 
developed on popular lines, from below. One of its sources 
of incompleteness is, thal, unless very caretully and very 
intelligently watched, it fails to keep touch with the chang-. 
ing practical needs of the people. This peril of Public 
Instruction in India, has been powerfully realised by our 
present Viceroy. The great economic necessity ,of India is 
to find food for an increasing pent-up population, by open- 
ing new fields of industry, and by rendering the national la- 
bour more productive in the old fields. Europe has had to 
deal with the same difficulty; and one of the most effective 
remedies adopted by European States is teclmical education. 
The need <«f such instruction is most painfully clear to ua in 
India, where all engineering and even iiieclianicnl labour 
above a certain class has hitherto had to be imported from a 
distant continent at a great cost. But the pioblein is a 
much larger one. The truth is that India is at lliis moment 
in the midst of an industiial revolution of uii(»xaiupled rapi- 
dity and mngnitude. It is passing before our c jes from the 
old-world domestic indilstries of the hnndloom aiii^ the forest- 
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forge, to tbe modern developments of industrial co-, opera- 
tion, the cotton-mill, the coal-mine, and the sfeam-foundiy. 
It is to fit India to play her part as a great industrial country 
in this new era, that Lord Bufferings proposals for a system 
of technical education are designed. 

But although the need of technical education is pedu- 
liarly apparent m India, the difficulties are unusually great* ^ 
For in the first place, the staple trade of India is agricuL 
tuve ; and while this is a branch of industry in which improve- 
ment is much required, it is also one iii which improvement 
has, in every country, proved slowest, In the second place, 
technical education costs money; and the Government or 
India has at present little money to spare. Indeed, during ' 
the past year, the educational authorities have been strug- 
gling to preserve the sums already allotted, rather than hop- 
ing tor a<lditiona] grants. Anxious as 1 am to see technical 
education extended tliroughout India, I should deeply regret 
if the funds were obtained for it by crippling our present 
educational work. This Uniu^rsity receives no grant what- 
ever from the State. It can therefore, NAitliout fear of mis- 
construction, raise its warning voice against the introduction 
of any new scheme, however promising, at the cost of estaln 
lished schemes which have proved their practical usefulness. 

But having said this, I wish also to add that I believe a 
way can be tound out of the difficulty, and that technical 
education will before long become an integral part of Public 
Instruction in India. The immense economic value of the 
measures now contemplated by Lord Dufferin will then be 
realised. It will be seen that the joint effect of the policy 
of the present and of the late Viceroy is to develop Indian 
education into a complete and perfect whole. As the joim of 
Lord Ripon was to make broad the t(»undations, to secure 
the pi ogress of the higher and the lower schools at a more 
equal pace, and to expand a departmental system of Public 
Instruction into a system of truly national education ; so 
the educational aim of Lord Dufferin is to bring that system 
into accord with the industrial necessities of modern Indian 
Ufe. 

' This University has not been slow to consider by whftt 
methods it can most effectively help the good worej. * To 
some of us it seemed that by an expansion 6f the subjects 
prescribed for the Entrance Examination, we could givc an 
impulse to |be preliminary branches of instruction, on whiok 
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a sound tochiiical education might subsequently be based. 
But the majority of the Senate decided, and I think decided 
wisely, to adopt a course which still leaves the question 
open/ For until the University sees provision made for the 
thorough teaching of new subjects, it would only encourage 
superficiality, if it were to institute examinations in those 
subjects. 

Shortly after the Government issued its Resolution on 
teohuical education, the head of an enginering college show- 
ed me a letter from a municipal schoolmaster to the follow- 
ing effect : “ Sir, the Ooinmittoe of this school desire to 
introduce technical instruction. They are anxious to obtain 
from your college a thoroughly qualified young engineer, 
who will teach the sciences and tlieir practical application. 
Salary Rs. 40 per mensem. PleabC supplj\” Educated 
labour is cheap in India. But not even in India can a young 
man be found, thoroughly qualified to teach the whole circle 
of the arts and sciences, on Rs. 10 a month. 

If, therefore, the State determines to introduce tech- 
nical education on any adequate scale, it must deliberately 
face this question of the cost. Meanwhile I welcome every 
sign of the people taking up the question for themselves. 
Nor are such signs wanting. Even from the backward 
province of Sind, we hear of a college sending to England 
for a highly trained professor of science. In Calcutta, we 
see two of tlie returned Bengali students from Cirencester 
setting up a school without any aid from the State, to combine 
general education with skilled instruction in agriculture. 
At Midnapur and other rural <»eutres, efforts are being made 
to engre»ft technical education upon the existing scholastic 
course. What may be the individual fate of these efforts it 
is premature to predict. But the spirit is moving among 
the people. Of one thing I feel sure, that if the Govern- 
ment will do its part, the liberality of the people will not be 
wanting. What India now requires, is not additional State 
education, but additional State aid to local effort. 

' This year we have had fresh proofs that the old bene- 
ficence of India is being more and more diverted from 
eleemosynary to educational objects, I would mention as a 
single instance in a ueighbouiing district, the elevation of 
the Natal High School to a First Arts College; entirely 
effected by local effort. The example of State liberality to 
eiduoatiou opens up a hundred springs of private muiufi9enoe* 
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Last autumn tlio first Government Scholar, nominated by 
this University, was sent home for a complete coarse of 
study at Oxtord or Cambridge. But hardly had this geiitle- 
niau been selected, tlian we had also to elect another scholar 
to proceed to England for three jears to study Law or 
Medicine, on the princely foimdatiou of ITer Highness the 
Begum of Bhopal. I ieel contidcuit that if the Government 
now sees its way to set the example of liberality to technical 
education, local elTort and private beneficence will do their 
part. 

But in a great movement there is something more in- 
spiring and more effective eveii than local effort and private 
beneficence: and that is the uniled mnnifioence of a people. 
I cannot forget that tins is the Jubilee Year of our gracious 
Sovereign, tlie Queen- Empress. Tt will be rendered memor- 
able in every distant part of Her Majesty's great Empire, 
not alone by toweling edifices and by monuments in maible 
and bronze, but also by the establishment of many institu- 
tions destined to benefit future generations. I shall rejoice 
if it is put into the heaits of tin* people of India to devote a 
part of their commemoration tund to placing technical 
education upon a soeuie and permanent basis. JPorlknow 
of no other way in which they can confer so great a benefit 
on India, or so surely give their ehildren and their children's 
children cause to bless this auspicious year of a long and 
most glorious reign. 

T have dwelt at some length on a very practical aspect 
of education, lor this Uiiiversily is to the great multitude 
of its youth the dooiway into the practical professions. But 
education has also another object, and 1 do not forget the 
motto which we b( ar upon our &e«il. Now graduates of the 
Univeisity, examine the <hplomas uliicli \(ui liave this day 
received, and you will find impressed on each parchment the 
words, Tiik AnvANCiairNT ov Ljlauning. I well know that 
to most of you, the education of yonr youth must be the 
bread-winner of your life. But there are many among 
you who will have leisure to advance learning themselves, 
and many who will have ainjde means to assist in its advance- 
ment by others. I trust, too, and believe that in some of 
your souls there burns that sacred fire, that love of learning 
for its own sake, that desire for intellectual fame, and that 
beieditary talent for liteiary work, which made India an 
illuminated continent upon the map of the ancient world. 
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and which neither poverty nor the hard struggle of this 
modem age can quench. 

To such among you I would say, that I envy the splen- 
did possibilities now within your reach. If I were asked, in 
what position has a young man at this moment the best 
chance of winning a great and enduring n»putation by 
literary work, I would .ms wer, as a graduate of one of our 
Indian Universities. For in no other country that I know 
of, are such masses of literary work waiting for the worker. 
Take the fundamental question of the origin of the Indian 
people, and you will find Kuropean scholarship at a stand- 
still for want of local Indian researcli. Philology has wrung 
from Sanskrit its secrets coneeriiing the early migrations of 
mankind. But into that still more marvellous world of 
prehistoric lininan movement represented by the Non-A.ryan 
elements in Indian speecli, European scholars at this moment 
find no further thoroughfare. 

So strongly was this felt at the Oriental Congress at 
Vienna last autumn, that a scheme was drawn up and has 
been urged upon tlie Indian (Tovorninent, to organise a 
systematic survey of this d.iik terra hieoffnita. And 1 grieve 
to add, that when the authors of that scheme looked round 
for men wlio would help tlunn to do the actu.il work, their 
eyes fell not upon the graduates of our Indian Universities, 
but upon the garus and panditH and teachers of indigenous 
schools, trained upon the c>ld Indian metho<ls, and inured to 
the ancient honourable poverty of tlie Indian man of letters. 
I sincerely trust tliat some among you will yet prove to 
Europe, that a new class of intellectual workers has arisen 
in India, better equipped, and not less patient of labour, 
than the old. 

If your bent is towards literature rjither than scholar- 
ship, what unexplored regions stretch l)(*fore you ! The 
popular song of India is, for the most part, still a sealed 
book to Europe. Or rather it is not a book at all, for it has 
never been reduced to writing. The ascertained religious 
poetry of a single sect in Northern India amounts to half a 
million of verses. How much more tlmre may be of it, we 
know not; for it exists only in the memories and the mouths 
of the people. Or take the mediaeval literature of Lower 
Bengal lying around ns. What would the historian not give 
for A complete English edition of the works of your Makunda 
B&m Chakravarti ! That single Bengali poet furnishes a 
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more lifo-like picture of the actual working of the Mtjham- 
madan (lovernniont in Bengal, with more curious details 
regarding the delta in the si^tpenth century, its riyer-routes 
and .sliitting flnvhil channels, than can be found in the great 
statistical survey of th(3 Emperor Akbar. But, indeed, it 
matters not what branch of vernacular literature you take 
up. Towards whatever quarter you set sail, there are 
Americas to discover. If there is any worker among you, 
who fears not poverty and who loves fame, he may accomplish 
a most memorable tachievement, and stand forth as the 
interpreter of medimval Bengal to the Western world. Be- 
lieve nic, this University will know how to honour such a 
man. And it will feel a nobler pride in his labours, than iu 
the richest material success or the liighost official distinc- 
tions which may reward Jiiore lucrative careers. 

The need of new work(‘rs is great at present, for the 
illiistrions workers of the past are one by one being taken 
away. A few of them, like Brian lEougliton Hodgson in 
England and Pandit Vid^asagara in Bengal, those brightest 
lights in the lirinameiit of Northern Indian research, still 
shine. But they shine low down on the horizon: and the 
other stars with which tlioy climbed the zenith are set. 
Since the last week of 1885, the University has lost several 
distinguished members. Mr. Locke’s death deprived us of a 
genuine lover of ludiaii art. Tn Dr, Chandra Kumar De, 
we lost a true man of science, whose translations from the 
German have won for him a place iu European medical 
literature. By the decease of Raja Hareudra Krishna, the 
University has been deprived of an enlightened friend of 
education. But chiefly we lament the loss of Babu Prasanna 
Kumar Sarvadhikari — the erudite Principal of the Sanskrit 
College, the conscientious custodian and spirited defender 
of its precious manuscripts, the ingenious raathematiciau 
who transplanted the arithmetic and algebra of Europe into 
tlie vernacular of Bengal. 

The loss of such men makes us look anxiously to the 
quality of the rising generation of graduates, who will in 
due time fill the places left vacant by death. We therefore 
view with satisfaction the fact that while our undergradu- 
ates have increased in number, there is also a more strongly 
marked tendency among them to pursue their studies to the 
Anal goals. In 1886, there were 869 candidates for the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts, against 428 in 1886, One 
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hundred and twenty of them passed with honors, as apfainst 
62 hononrs-men in the previous year : while 70 geiitleinen 
proceeded to the deicree of Master of Arts as compared 
with 3t in 1885. This sudden increase* is due chiefly to 
temporary causes ; although certain of its best features may, 
in part, be the result of the new system ot* dividing tlio B. A. 
Examinations into a Pass and an Honours Examination in 
each subject. We do not expect that our present numbers 
will bo maintained. For we hope this year to see the estab- 
lisliment of a new (Jiiiversity at Allahabad, whicli will derive 
its alumni from the youth in the North- Western Provinces, 
who have hitherto entered the Calcutta University. There 
is ample room for both : and wo shall heartily wel(»omc our 
younger sister. The time has come when North-Western 
India may justly claim that its higher education shall bo 
guided and fostered by a University of its own. 

University culture carries with it in this country, at 
present, very distinct moral ohligations. A struggle is going 
on ill India betw<'eii old customs and new ideas, such as 
the world has not seen since the breaking up of the Poman 
Empire. Your social institutions, your domesfic relations, 
are being re-examined from now moral star)d-i)oints. The 
questions which agitated Indian society in the last genera- 
tion were questions of caste and creed. The question which 
the present generation has to settle, is the position of 
woman. For it is perceived by external nations, and to a 
largo extent realised by yourselves, tliat the condition of 
women in modern India has not kept pace with the rapid 
general progress. Child-marriage, the enforced penitential 
celibacy of widows, the diliiculty of educating a girl popula- 
tion which is snatched away from school at tluj age of ten 
or twelve, and consigned to the seclusion and the cares of 
oriental wedded lifi*, — thes (3 are the presning problems which 
you, young men, will have, each in his own house, to solve. 

And you will have to solve these problems witli little 
aid from outsiders. The status of llie Hindu woman has 
its roots so deep in Hindu law, in Hindu religion, in the 
necessities of the hard life of the poor, and in the hereditary 
sentiment of the refined and chivalrous classes, as to defy 
all direct interference from without. This University is 
doing what it can to help you indirectly, by cordially throw- 
ing open its examinations to women. Last year, 23 female 
students passed the Entrance Exumiiiatious, or just double 
28 
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those in 1885 ; fout passed the First Arts ; and three took 
the docfrec of Bachelor of Arts, one of them for the* first 
time with Honours. Women are coming forward to the Univer- 
sity in increiiyiug numbers ; they ai*o thoroughly in earnest ; 
and as a rule they are well prepared. Another movement 
on the side of progress is the noble organisation set on foot 
by the greatest lady in the land, to bring female inedieal aid 
witliin reach of the women of India. That movement is 
calling into existence a body of highly trained women, 
devoted to one of the most sacred of human employments, 
the healing art. Influences will thuh be brought into action 
which inubt affect powerfully, although indirectly', the popu- 
lar view of the capacities and the rights of women. But if 
you, in this generation, desire to see woman in India rise to 
her modern place as the free and intelligent helpmate of 
man, the main effort must be made by yourselves. 

For that effort, and for the many other struggles, prac- 
tical, social, and political, which assuredly lie before you, 
the system of educaiioii which this Univei’sity represents 
has armed you with a powerful weapon. The one branch of 
knowledge which the University makes compulsory, is the 
English language. Each of you has selected such addi- 
tional subjects as he pleased, but a thorough study of Eng- 
lish lias been demanded from you all. Now English has 
during many generations been tlio language of liberty ; and 
it has proved the most potent modern instrument of social, 
domestic, and political progress. But Engli'=ih is not only 
the language of liberty, it is also the language of modera- 
tion. There is no other spoken language which so little 
lends itself to exaggeration, or in whicli declamatory in- 
sincerities give out so false a ring. While, tlierefore, you 
go forth to-day from these walls, the cliam pious of all true 
and sound progress, never forget that temperance of aim, of 
thought and of speech, which ranked as the chieff virtue in 
the ancieJit philosophy, and which is nowhere more effective 
than in our English tongue. 

Do not suppose that the injunction which it was my 
office to address to each of you to-day, in admitting you to 
your Degrees, was an empty form of words. . As I then 
charged you individually, so now I charge you collectively, 
that ever in your life and conversation you shew yourselves 
worthy of the same. There was an ancient race who, wander- 
ing forth in search of new homes, passed through a hard 
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countiy till they came to a river which separated them from 
their 'promised laud. When at last they had crossed that 
river, they set up certain memorial stones. You, younj^men, 
have also passed through a hard country of tutors and gover- 
nors and anxious struggle and long toil. This day you too 
have crossed over into the now life to which you looked for- 
ward. Set up, therefore, this day, fixed resolutions to bear 
yourselves nobly in the world which you have now enter- 
ed, — resolutions to which yon may look back in after years, 
whether years of disillusionment or of failure or of success, 
even as that ancient r,‘ice looked back for a perpetual testi- 
mony to the memorial stoues at Gilgal. 

The Vice-Chancellor then declared the Convocation 
closed, and the procession left the Hall in the same order in 
which it entered.

“ I may explain that there are at present four Indian 
Dniversities, those of Calcutta, Madras, Bombay and the 
Punjab, and that the undergraduates of each University 
are rt'quired to pursue their stu(li(\s at some college recog- 
nized by, and alfiliated to, the Univer&ity.

“The Council desire infornialion on the following 
points : — 

“1. Do all th(3 four Universities which you meiiiion 
desire that these privileges should be given to tlieir stiuhuits? 
The members of the Council who have examiiuHl the details 
of the work of the four Universities are struck by the 
difference in the curriculuni of the Punjab Ujiiversity. 

“ 2. At what period of their University career does the 
Indian Covernmeiit pn^pose to offer to students (ff‘ tlie 
Indian Universities scholarships to be held at one of the 
English Universities? 

“3. If tlie Council of the Senate recommended the 
Senate to grant the privileges referred to, the Council would 
jiropose tliat more than a bare X)ass in tlie examinations of 
the Indian Universities should be required fiom those who 
availed themselves of the privileges. This being so, are the 
students who pass the examinations of the Indian Univer- 
sities divided into classes? If not, could the authorities of 
the Universities certify, with regard to each student avIio 
claimed these privileges, that he had roachoil in the various 
subjects a certain standard to be agreed upon? This is the 
arrangement made with the authorities of local exami- 
nations here, in regard to certiticates exempting students 
from the previous examination of tlie University of Cam- 
bridge. 

“ 4. Our statutes allow us to affiliate a College or 
School, not to affiliate an individual. Do any practical 
difficulties occur to you in a course which has been suggested, 
namely, that the University of Cambridge might affiliate 
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nomlnafim, each five years, the Institutions on the list of 
Institutions affiliated to an Indian [Jniverbity ? 

“5.* Snpposiiit^ the eoiir&e su< 2 fi?estod in the previous 
paragraph were adopted, and we went no further, would any 
valuable places of education be omiited? 

I trust that these questions Avill not cause you much 
trouble. On reeeivini^' such answerb as }Oii may be good 
enough to send, we shall hojie to deal with (he question with 
as little delay as possible. The present term is very short, 
and there is 1 fear no prospect of our being able to come to 
any definite conclusion until the Michaedmas Term. For the 
present we have come to no <*onclusiou ; and I will ask you 
to consider the questions which I havc'beeu requested to put 
to you merely as preliminary to a full consideration.

It appears that the Eesolution of the Govern- 
ment of India, dated I2th February 1886, ought to be 
reconsidered, and, if the ditferent purposes aimed at by it

reference to those different objects. Tf tlie one or the other 
of the objects is to be pursued exclusively (the subject 
should be reviewed), it seems with reference to the interests 
of the Indian Universities, and the course of education 
followed ill them.

Answers to the questions in thehtter written hy the Vice-Chan-- 
cellor of the University of CamhrUyCy to the Vice- 
Chancellor of the University of Calcutta. 

“I. With reference to question T. Do all the four 
Universities desire that those privileges should be given to 
their students ? 

“The subject has not yet been brought before the Uni- 
versity as represented by the Senate. If a general scheme 
for giving schoharships as a reward to the graduates or 
undergraduates of the Bombay University be thought de- 
sirable, it would probably be consid(‘rcd nc'ccssary to have 
the Rules connected therewith ai)proved and adopted by the 
Senate. In the absence of such a sanction the appointments 
would probably give rise to frequent contentions. 

It is probable that the Senate would approve of the 
extension of the proposed privileges to students of the Bom- 
bay University, provided the holders of the scholarships 
could, on their arrival in England, proceed at once to the 
commencement of their professional education. This im- 
plies that the scholarships should be given not to under- 
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graduates, but rather to graduates of the Bombay Univer- 
sity. Tlie University as such cannot be desirohs of parting 
at the undergraduate’s stage with tlio students wb,o are 
likely to <lo it honour, and it is, of course, not intended that 
the scholarships should be aught else than a premium to 
distinguislied abilities and industry. • 

ir. With reference to (piestion IT. (At what period 
of their Indian career does the Indian Government propose 
to olFer to students of the Indian Universities scholarships 
to be held at one of the English Universities ?) 

“ The answer to this question should diflFor essentially 
according as the students (1) are intended to go to England 
to complete their ordinary academic education, or (2) toi)ur- 
suc a course of professional study. In the first case the 
limit of age should be fi^ed about three years lower than in 
the second case. It is perhaps questionable whether, in the 
first case, an Indian University should take any 2)art in the 
selection of promising students who, as the result, are to be 
withdrawn from itself . Such a duly could hardly bo per- 
formed disintc'rostedly. It scfuris that two distinct limits of 
age arc indispemsabh' if the double purpose of the scholar- 
ships is to be adhered to ; and that, as to the second case, 
except by a special dispensation accorded by the Syndicate, 
the candidates should be n^piired to have taken the B. A. or 
B. Sc. degree, or one of a higher grade. 

As a question for an Indian University, it is obviously 
preferable that the scholarships should be given to graduates 
rather than to undergraduates ; as in the former case, they 
would serve as an elfectua! stimulus to the students during 
the whole of tlu‘ir undergraduate course. There would be 
a greater probability also, under such a system, of young 
men being chosen for the scholarships who would really 
benefit by them, and do credit in England to the Institution 
at which they had received their education. 

“ III. With reference to question III. (Standard re- 
quired more than a bare pass, &c ) 

^^The undergraduates of the Bombay University are 
arranged as class I, class II, and Pass-men after each of the 
examinations, namely, the previous and the Ist and 2nd 
examinations for B. A. or B. »Sc. It will be open therefore 
to the English Universities and to the Government of India 
to determine what rank in one of these examinations the 
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student should have nttainod in order to qualify himself for 
the proposed scholarships. 

‘^SWith reference to question IV. (Should (IV) the Insti- 
tutions affiliated to the Indian Universities be affiliated to 
the English Universities?) 

‘‘It would probably bo desirable tliiit the English Uni- 
versities should affiliate nomhiatim^ on the application of the 
Institutions themselves, those wliich had b(^on affiliated to 
the Bombay University for the purpose of preparing stu- 
dents up to the B. A. or B. Sc. degree. 

“ With reference to question V. (Were the (V) course 
referred to in que&tion IV adopted, would any valuable 
plac’es of education be omitted ?) 

“ If the course just proposed wore adopted, it does not 
appear that any valuable place of education would be omit- 
ted. All that have any pretensions to importance in India 
seek affiliation to the Indian Universities.

“ I ain authorised by the Senate of the Calcutta 
UuiTCiraiiy to reply to your letter, dated the 16th May 1886, 
regarding the admission of students of Indian Universities 
to the privileges accorded to students of colleges affiliated 
to tbe Xfniversity of Cambridge. 

“ 2.. With respect to your first question, I regret that 
I have not yet been able to obtain from the other Indian 
Universities such information as would enable me to furnish 
a definite answer. The Calcutta University has, therefore, 
deemed it expedient to proceed in the business by itself, 
l^e Fr^viilees throughout which it influences the higher edu- 
of th^'^pec^le, exceeding 120 milUdns of souls, 
so lar^e as W rendmr it important to obtain a decision & 
respect to its ovh affiliated colleges, without waiting w 
of action for all India. 
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“ 3. With regard to your second question, the Govern* 
ment scholarships to wliich reference is made are awarded 
to graduates of this University. But the privileges which 
we solicit would not be confined to the holders of Govern- 
ment scholarships. The Senate thinks, therefore, that the 
question can best be discussed in its general and permanent 
aspects, without special reference to this particular class 
of students. 

“ 4. Upon the third question, I am to say that in all 
the examinations in Arts of the Calcutta University, the prin- 
ciple of dividing the successful candidates into classes is 
followed. At the First Examination in Arts, which is held 
two years after matriculation, the candidates are placed in 
three divisions, — those in the first in order of merit, those in 
the second and third in alphabetical order. At the B. A. Ex- 
amination, held two years later, there are two classes of candi- 
dates, for honours and for a pass respectively. Passmen are 
arranged in alphabetical order. Those who gain honours in 
any subject are placed in two divisions, each arranged in order 
of merit. The M. A. Examination is held about a year and a 
half after the B. A. Examination ; and the successful candi- 
dates in each branch are arranged in order of merit in 
three divisions. 

The information now given, coupled with that to be 
obtained from the University calendar as to the various 
btandaids of examination, will, I hope, place the Council of 
your Senate in a position to formulate a definite scheme for 
the exemption of students of this University from certain 
examinations which, as members of the University of Cam- 
bridge, they would ordinal ily have to pass. I have the 
pleasure to forward a copy of our calendar with this letter. 

6. The course suggested under the fourth question, 
namely, that the University of Cambridge shotild affiliate 
vommahmy every five years, all the institutions which are 
affiliated to the Calcutta University or teaching to a certain 
standard, seems to the Vice-Chancellor and Syndicate a 
reasonable and feasible one. 

6. The answer to your fifth question is supplied hy 
the statement that in India there are no places of high 
education outside the University. 

, ‘‘ 7. In conclusion, I am to express the regret of the 

^nate for the delay that has occurred in replying to your 
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letter— a delay which has been chiefly due to the necessity 
of consulting the Universities throughout India.

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270. The Ilon^ble the Vicc-Cliancollor, in opening the 
proceedings, said he wished to know if the members of the 
Senate had received the annexures intended to bo circulated 
iu the notice paper. He thought that every one sliould 
be in possession of those papers, before they proceeded to 
business. 

The annexures alluded to were then distributed among 
the Senators. 

The Hon^ble the Vice-Chancellor then rose and said 
that the first item of business before them was to consider 
a recommendation of the Syndicate for affiliating certain 
Colleges, at present affiliated to this (Jniversit3% to the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge. This proposition dated from the 
time of the hist Vice-Chancellor, the Hon’ble Hr. Ilbert, 
who has been in coinmunicaiion witli the University of 
Oxford, with a view of admit ting Indian students to certain 
privileges accorded to stinlents of (h)lleges affiliated to the 
University of Oxford. He (the \ ieo-Cliancellor) was glad 
to be able to say that, although no lefcrence was made to 
this in this Itcpori and letter before them, Oxford had 
agreed that certain arrangements should be made' by which 
students of Indian Colleges jiffiliated to it, blnmld be jirivi- 
leged to pass the University Course at Oxford for the degree 
‘of 13. A., in t>vo >eavs, instead of m thiee yea is. To enable 
this to be done, Clxford had passed a Statute. I'he question 
before them referred to tlie llimersity ot Cambridge, llis 
predecessor had applied to Cambridge in i’ullei* terms than 
he had done to Oxford, and Cambridge had rcfcTred back to 
them for further information, wishing to know if all Indian 
Universities wanted this privilege. The Syndicate then 
referred the matter to a Select Cum mi t tee, coii'^isting of the 
Vice-Cliaiicellor of the University and tlie Presidimt of tlie 
Faculty of Arts, who had embodied their conclusions in the 
letter wliich tlie Senate were now asked to approve. The 
Hou’ble the Vice-Chancellor thou brieliy placed the meeting 
in possession of the contents of the letter, and moved : 

That the proposal^ recommended by the Syndicate for 
affiliating certain CoIh*ges, at present affiliated to this Uni- 
versity, to the University of Cambridge, be adopted. 

The Hon’ble Sir Alfred Croft, seconded the motion.

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Dr, Rajoiulralala Mitra, while asfreeinj? to the motion 
wished to draw the aiteiitioii of the Senate to the immature 
manner in wl)ich subjects wcto broutjlit before them But 
for the explanaiion of the Vice-dhanceJlor, they would have 
been entirely in the dark as to the question before them. 
Ho believed there wore otlier persons besides himself, who 
were unable to dc'cide on matters thus broujjht before them. 
He Iiad often complained of want of lie^ht and want of infor- 
mation, and lie hoped lie wofild not have to complain again. 

Tlie Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor observed that if the 
speaker agreed to the motion before them, it would be 
assumed that the annexure in coniieetioii with the subject 
before them had been circulated in time. 

The motion was thou jiiit to tlie vote and carried un- 
animously. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Oliancellor said that he would 
detain the Senate very few minutes on tlie subject of the 
second, third, and fourth items. In regard to item No. 2, 
ho would only say that he believed the time had come wlum 
they should really do a little more for the advancement of 
learning in Calcutta than they hitherto have done,Ji ud towards 
this end they had before them for consideration the adoption 
of a scheme for encouraging ami assisting translations and 
critical editions of early vernacular texts belonging to the* 
provinces subject to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 
He thought that if they read the papers on the subject, 
— he was sorry that tluKse papers had not been circulated, — 
the Senate would unhesitatingly come to the conclusion that 
such a scheme came within the legitimate scope of tho 
University. The first point for consideration, therefore, 
was, did the scheme come legitimately within their province? 
He believed it did, but he would circumscribe its f>peratioiis 
to Bengal only, as be hoped tho Nortli- Western Brovinces 
would before long have a University of tJieir own. The 
second point was as to tlie working details, which he thought 
could very well be entrusted to a Committee to be named by 
the Senate. The ihird point for consideration was as re- 
gards funds ; and so far as he had been able to ascertain, 
they had at present sufficient fimds to enable them to start 
the work. He understood that at the end of last year they 
had a balance to the credit of the University of Rs. 12,000, 
and it did not scorn probable, that an Early Text Schem(», 
such as was proposed, would in any year involve an oiitlay 
of over Bs. 2,500, while he felt certain that it would reniii- 
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nerate itself. He tlioucclit the xnootinff would a^ee to the 
proposition without demur. The Ilon’ble the Vice-Chancellor 
moved — 

That the scheme recommended by the Syndicate for 
encouraging and assisting translations and critical editions 
of early vernacular texts belonging to the Jjieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal bo ado])ted. 

The Hon’ble Eaja Pearyrnoiiaii Mukerjee, seconded the 
motion. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor’s note on the scheme 
for encouraging and assisting tianslations and critical edi- 
tions of early veimaciilar texts was as follows : — 

Note hj/ the Jfon^hla the Fiee-Ghauf^cll or on a proposal 
for the encouragement and assistance of translations and 
critical editions of the Early Vernacular Terts of Bengal. 

“ In compliance with the Resolution passed at the last 
meeting of the Syndicati', I beg to submit the following 
proposals for the consideration of my Colleagues. 

“ The preamble of our Act of Incorporation states that, 
for the better encouragement of Her Majesty’s subjects in 
Bengal in the pursuit of a liberal course of education, it 
had been determined to establish a Ujiiversity in Calcutta. 
The seal of the University bears, as its motto, The Advance- 
ment OP Learning. 

I think that the time has come to give a somewhat more 
direct effect to these words than they have hitherto received. 
The Asiatic Society has done excellent work for the classical 
languages of India by its Bibliotheca Indica. The more 
modest task of translating and editing the inedimval verna- 
cular texts of Bengal remains to be undertaken. 

‘‘ Such a work would at present have a special value. It 
is detinitely recognised that, in every system of truly nation- 
al education, the only sound basis is a correct knowledge of 
the mother-tongue. A scrutiny of the Bengali papers, set 
for our Entrance Examination, shows that this University 
now demands from candidates a certain degree of critical 
acquaintance with the structure and fundamental canons of 
Bengali prose and verso. A critical knowledge, even of an 
old established tongxie like English, can best bo imparted by 
rendering the student familiar with the early growth of the 
language, as moulded and modified by the authors of each 
succeeding generation. In the case of Bengali, with its 
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* shorter liistory as a wi’itten language, with its structure still 
in the pListic stage, and with its yet undeveloped possibilities 
as a complete literary vehicle of liunian thought, a study of 
the early texts is still more essential. Apart from the 
general view with which the University was established, 
namely, the encouragement of liberal education, its specific 
function is to test, by examination, the proficiency of the 
school and college youth. Critical editions and translations 
of the more important of th^ Karly Vernacular Texts would 
strengthen the hands of both examiners and students, and 
would enable the University to discharge, with increasing 
efficiency, the main dut^^ assigned to it by its Charter in 
respect to the mother-tongue and the literary history of 
Bengal. 

“Having regard, therefore, both to the general inten- 
tion and to the specific function set forth in our Act of 
Incorporation, I think that the University would do well to 
encourage translations and critical editions of the Early 
Vernacular Texts of tlie provinces subject to the Lieiiienant- 
Governor of Bengal. I would eircumsciibo the operations 
within these geographical limits, been use I hope that the 
North-Western Provinces will before long have a University 
of their own. Thus ciicnmscnhed, the task would not bo 
beyond our strength, as the list of vernacular authors of 
standard value within the area defined is not a long one. 
Their lives, witli some acount of their works, may be studied 
in Pandit Raingati Nyaratiia^s Treatise on the Bengali 
language and literature ; or, in a more compendious English 
form, in Mr. Romesh Chandra Datta^s Literattirc of Bengal. 

“ The working details should, I think, be entrusted to a 
Committee to be named by the Sr^nate. The pecuniary 
arrangements would vary in different cases. But the main 
object to be kept in view is the encouragement and assistance 
of translations and editions of the Early Vernacular Texts 
of Bengal. This might be effected by printing them free 
of cost or at a reduced rate, or by undertaking the whole 
charges of production and publication, or by a grant of 
money to the translator or editor when he hiid finished his 
"work, or by such a modification of these methods as the 
Committee might find most suitable to the individual case. 
The Universities of Oxford and Cambridge have rendered 
an important service to English literature by the facilities 
which they afford for printing scholarly works. The Uni- 
versity of Calcutta can only operate on a smaller scale. I 
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do not think that we should attempt to set up a University 
press 5 but I do think that, so far as our moans permit, we 
ought to act up to our motto, The Advancement op Learn- 

INO. 

“ To the student and historian, critical translations of 
the early VernacuLir Texts would be invaluable. They 
would open up and map out the torra incognita^ which 
stretches between the ancient and the modern literature of 
India and between ancient and the modern speech of the 
people. They would exhibit the social and domestic insti- 
tutions of the country, no longer as isolated products of far 
separated ages, but as a continuous growth. Tljoy would 
enable a true history of India to be for the first time con- 
structed — a history wliieh, by disclosing the actual develop- 
ment of the liidiau races in the past, would be pregnant of 
instruction for the pr(».sont. They would assist tlie modern 
thinker and reforiru'r in India to discharge their functions 
with a fuller knowliMlge ; and they would interpret medrdeval 
India to the Western World. 

*‘I have ascertained that we have at present suflSicient 
funds to enable us to start the work. The balance to the 
credit of the University is about Its. 10,000; and after 
careful enquiry it does not seem probable that an Early Text 
Scheme, such as is hen' ])roposed, would in any year involve 
an outlay of over Us. 2,600. In all cast's the outlay would 
be rejiaid in part, and in some cases to a large extent, by 
the sale of tlio books. Jt might h(' an instruction to the 
Committee not to excec'd an annual expeudi ure of Rs. 2,500 
until the University had obtained practical expcriejice of the 
working of the scliciuc. 

“ I beg, therefore, to j>ropose that the Syndicate should 
recommend to the Senate : — 

(t) That a scheme for dneouragiiig and assisting trans- 
lations and critical editions of the Early Vernacular Texts 
belonging to the provinces subject to the Licutenaiit-Cover- 
nor of Bengal, be adopted. 

“ (2) That a standing Committee, to be named by the 
Senate, be appointed to supciiuteiid and carry out the 
work.*' 

Mr. Ameer Ali desired to make a suggestion, which he 
hoped would commend itself to the llon’ble the Vice-Chan- 
cellor and the Senate, and that was that the Oriental classics 
might be included within the^cope of the proposal.,

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Tlio TToii’ble tlie Vice-Chancellor was yery sorry to say 
that lie (lid not accept the suggestion, nor would thfe Syn- 
dicate accept it without further consideration. 

The Hon’ble Sir Henry Harrison asked if the consider- 
ation of the matter could not be postponed to another 
meeting. Most of them had only seen the Vice-Chancellor’s 
“ Note ” on the subject within the last five minutes, and it 
would be much more satisfactory if the settlement of the 
question was postponed to the next meeting. He would 
move as an amendment ‘^that the consideration of item 
No. 2 be postponed to the next meeting,” 

Mr. N. N. Ghose seconded the amendment, as he 
thought the Senate should have some time for considering 
the question. 

Dr. Lalmadhab Mookerjee supported the amendment. 
He thought there were points in connection with the question 
on which the Senate ought to have fuller information before 
deciding it. 

The Hon’blc the Vice-Chancellor said that he had no 
objection to a postponement, if the meeting desired it. 

The amendment was then put to the meeting and carried 
unanimously. 

The Hon’blo the Vice-Chancellor remarked that item 
No. 2 having been postponed, item, No. 3 namely, the 
appointment of a standing Committee to superintend and 
carry out the above scheme would also be postponed. 

271. The Ilon’ble the Vice-Chancellor said that the only 
point he wished to bring before the Stmato was as to the 
limit of age fixed for the Civil Service examination, which 
prevented students of this University from competing at that 
examination. 

He had not given notice of any resolution, nor did he 
wish to move any. He had one in his mind. He did not 
want to force the matter to any decision by the Senate, but 
he did wish the Senate, which he rei)rcsented, to consider 
whether they might not, .taking advantage of the state of 
the public service, place on record their strong protest 
against a system which precluded any young man who had 
completed a liberal course of education in this University, 
or, ill fact, in any other University, from entering the Indian 
Civil Service, If this matter was not decided at this 
meeting ; he hoped at the next meeting to bring forward a 
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resolution embodyiutj the views of the Senate on the subject, 
which he would forward to the Secretary to the Public 
Service Commission, at present sitting^. Ilavinf^ taken the 
opportunity of making this statement, he would at the next 
meeting of the Senate speak on behalf of youths who 
received their education under the auspices of the Univer- 
sity. 

272. The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor then said that 
they would now proceed to the business for which they had all 
come, namely, the election of a Tagore Professor of Law. 
It was scarcely necessary for him to state that the Faculty 
of Law, had recommended to the Syndicate two names, and 
the Syndicate, not being in a position to choose between the 
two, had sent up the whole question to tlie Senate. These 
two candidates were (1) Baboo Lalmolian Das, M.A., B.L,, 
and (2) Baboo (iolapchauJra Sarkar, M.A., B.L. 

Dr. Cooroodas Banerjeo suggested tliat the procedure to 
be adopted in selecting the candidates should be the same as 
that followed by the Faculty of Law, namely, that unsuc- 
cessful candidates sliould go out by the process of elimination, 
and the claims of only those who found supporters should 
be considered. 

Sir A. Croft also thought that would be the best course 
to pursue. 

Dr. Eajendralala Mitra then addressed the meeting. 
He said that before they proceeded to elect a Professor, they 
should decide the question of the subject of the Lectures. 
He would take upon himself to move, as an amendment, 
‘^that the subject of the Tagore Law Lectures be first 
selected.” He thought that the subject of the Lectures was 
of greater importance than the L(‘ciurer, and they should 
decide tliat first. Until they had dotc'rmincd tlie subjects of 
the Lectures, they could not possibly say who would be the 
fittest and most competent jiersoii to lecture on ihem. 

t)r. McLeod believed that the question of the subject 
of the Lectures had been settled already. 

Sir A. Croft seconded the amendment in order to bring 
the matter to an issue, though he would have preferred the 
amendment to be put in a general form. 

Dr. Gooroodas Bancrjt'e oi>post‘d the amendment on 
more grounds than one. The procedure to be followed in 
these matters was regulated by certain rules adopted by tbe 
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Syndicate, which were to be found at pages 150-151 oif the 
Calendar. Tliat being so, they had applicants, having named 
their subjects. The i\iculty of Law, with whom the selec- 
tion of subjects lay, had named four subjects, and the ad- 
vertisements in t]i(' papers askc'd the applictants to take up 
these tour subjects. Tljat being their position, they were 
now absoliibdy bound to consider both the subject and the 
election of the candidates together. To adopt any other 
course would be to stultify tlieinselves. They would, be- 
sides, be going against their rules, and would be acting very 
unfairly to the candidates. 

Mr. Cotton entirely concurred with the remarks of the 
last speaker. He thought it was perfectly jdain that they 
should look, not only to the subject, but the qualitications 
of the gentleman Avho was going to lecture on the subject. 

The Hon’ble Justice Trevelyan said that it seemed to 
him to be unfair to the candidates to adopt the procedure 
suggested. The best man would in all probability be able to 
lecture on any of the subjects selected. 

Nawab Abdool Lutc^ef did not think that the meeting 
had the power to put forward the amendment, after they 
had advertised the number of subjects and received appli- 
cations from various candidates. 

Dr. Lalmadhab Mukerjee thoroughly agreed with the 
remarks which liad fallen from Dr. Gooroodas Banerjee- 

The Hon’hle Eajah Poarymohun Mukerjee thought^ 
that the amendment moved by bis learned friend to the* 
right embodied a rule which could only be a safe guide for 
them. He thought they should select their subject first. 
It should be borne in mind that not only the quality of the 
subject, but the qualifications of the gentleman to lecture 
on it, had to be considen»d. If, for instance, they selected 
the subject of Riparicin Eights, then there could be no ques- 
tion that Baboo Lalmohan Dass, or Baboo Asutosli Mukerjee, 
should be elected. Similarly if the subject of Adoption was 
selected, tlien Baboo Golapchundra Sarkar would be the 
most eligible candidate. He thought they should first select 
* their subject, and then the lecturer. 

The Hon’ble the Advocate-General thought that the 
amendment proposed to be i>ut, was entirely inadimissible. 
He did not see why, after four subjects had been chosen by 
the Faculty of Law, they should now sit down to consider

which, subjects were the best. The Faculty of Law, when 
choosing their subjects, were desirous that Maliomedan Law 
should be one of them, but they could not find a single can- 
didate to lecture oft it. The four subjects selected had. been 
advertised, and each candidate had chosen that which ho 
thought he would be most competent to deal with. He 
would vote against the amendment. 

Dr. Eajendralala Mitra then briefly replied, after which 
his amendment was put to the meeting and lost. 

The meeting then proceeded to elect a candidate. 

The following gentlemen were proposed for the Tagore 
Law Professorship : — 

Babu Lalmohan Das, proposed by Mr. Paul, and second- 
ed by Babu Mohiniinohaii Ray- 

Babu Golapohandra Sarkar, proposed by Mr. Ameer 
Ali, and seconded by Dr. Gurudas Banerjee. 

Dr. Peterson, proposed by Mr. Tawney, and seconded 
by Mr. Greirson. 

Babu Kcdarnath Ray, proposed by the Ilon^ble Sir 
Alfred Croft, and seconded by the Hon’ble Mania vi Abdul 
Jabbar. 

Babu Asutosli Mukorjee, proposed by the Hon’ble Raja 
Pearymohau Mukerjee. and seconded by Babu Debendranath 
Ray. 

The names of the first two candidates were then put 
to the vote, 21 voting for Babu Lalmohan Das and 31 for 
Babu Golapchundra Sarkar. 

The names of the throe remaining candidates were next 
put to the meeting, the first two obtaining two votes each, 
and the last five votes. 

Their names were accordingly eliminated, and the names 
of the first two candidates again put to the meeting, when 
23 voted for Babu Lalmohan Das and 43 for Babu Golap- 
chanara Sarkar. 

Babu Golapchandra Sarkar was accordingly declared 
to have been elected.

Resolution. 

By Home Department Resolution dated ]2tli February 
188(5, cite<l in the preamble, it was announced that six State 
scholarships of th(3 value ot b200 each per annum, tenable 
for tlu’ee years in England by persons who are natives of 
India within the moaning of section 6 of the Statue 33 Vic., 
Cap. 3, would be placed at the disposal of (he Universities 
of Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, and the Punjab in rotation, 
one scholarship being given to each of the iirst two Univer- 
sities during 1886 and one scholarship to each of the last 
two during 1887. The Government ot India at the same 
time directed that, in the event of any special examinations 
being considered necessary for the election of scholars, the 
examinations should be held at hiicli a time (not later than 
the month ot June in each year) as would afford the success- 
ful candidates a suiticieut interval to complete tlioir arrange- 
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ments and to reach Eii inland before the opening of the 
October term at the [Iiuv»»rsity of Oxford or Cambridge, 
to one of which Universities the scliolarship-holders would 
be required to proceed. The G-overriiuerit of India subse- 
quently announced, with the approval of Her Mijosty’s 
Secretary of States that the stipend of each scholarship- 
holder would be paid qu.irterly at tlie end of each quarter, 
and it was furtlier directel that the scholars should be 
instructed to report theinsilves to tJie India Oifice on arrival 
in England. 

2. One scholarship was last year placed at the disposal 
of each of the Uuiv(n\sities of Calcutta and lioinbay. It 
appears that the scholar selected by the latter University, 
although he arrived in filngland in time for the October 
term, (lid not report himself at the India Otfice until the 
very latest moment, e/?., the 12tli of October, whilo the 
candidate selected by the foriiior Univert^ity was, owing to 
unavoidable causes, unable to proceed to England in time 
for the October term. Both the scholars, moreover, arrived 
in England without any formal papers for the India Office. 
Ill bringing these facts to the noti(?o of the (jovernmont 
of India, Her Majesty’s Secretary of State has pointed 
oat that in future candidates selected for tlu^ scholarships in 
question should report themselves at the India Office before 
the coinmenceirKuii of the ()ct(»ber term. Ilia Lordship also 
considers it very important that details as to the manner in 
which the scholars wc^n* sidected, as to the probable date of 
their arrival in England, and as to the choice of studies and 
University should reach the India Office before they arrive. 
The (Governor General in Council desires that the Punjab 
Government and tlie Registrar of the Calcutta University 
will invariably arrange that this information may be supplied 
to the Government of India in time to enable it to comply 
with tlio requirements of the Secretary of State in the 
matter. 

In the case of scholars selected by the Universities at 
Madras and Bombay, the necessary report to the India Office 
should be made by the Local Government. 

3. As the payment of the scholarship allowance in 
monthly instalments and in advance is likely to prove more 
convenient to the scholars and to be in other respects pre- 
ferable to quarterly payments, Her Majesty’s Secretary of 
State has directed its adoption as a rule. 
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4. Tn conclusion, the Governor-General in Council 
ileems it expedient to point out tliat while the scholarship 
allowance of 1 200 a year is sulBcieut to cover tlie necessary 
expenses of Collcive life at Oxford or Cambridj^o, it is very 
desirable, if not absolutely necessary, that the scholars should 
have some small private resources of their own to enable 
them to meet expenses in Ihe vacation and other general 
expenses which are scarcely avoidable. His Excellency in 
Council wishes this to be ch^arly explained to every candi- 
date for the scliolarship, and desires Local Governments to 
bring prominently to tlie iiotiee of all institiiHoiis interested 
in the matter the fact that it is iniposaible for the holders of 
these scholarships to live with comfort in England without 
some private resources wherewith to supplement their 
scholarship allowance. 

Okdl’R. — Ok'dkrt:]) that a copy of this Resolution be for- 
warded to the Governments of Madras, Bombay, and the 
Punjab for information and communication to the autho- 
rities of the Universiti('s conceriK'd.

I bavo tbo lionoiir to iiifoi’in you that owiSgto certain 
changes tluit will be made in our College, in whieli a now 
laboratory and ItHdure-rooni is to bo litteJ up, it will not be 
in my power to put ho rniudi space at your disposal next 
year for examination ])ui*poses. I should bo very glad also 
if you could do without any rooms in the schools, as the 
holding of the exanunation in them tends to interfere with 
the work of the boys, lii this conni'xion I venture to 
suggest that it would perhaps b(' as well if the B. A. and 
P. A. Examinations were separat(»d from the Entrance 
Examination. This woidd enable you 2)orhaps to hold the 
examination of the candidates in the University Hall. At 
any rate you would liiid it easier to manage under this 
arrangement than, I i)re&ume, you find it at present. 

I cannot refrain also from poititiijg out, that it would, 
in my opinion, be much more convenient for yourself and 
the candidates, if the University were to revert to its old 
plan of holding the examinations in the cold weather. This 
would enable you to give two papers in the day. At present 
the P. A. Examination lasts, I believe, for ten daj s. No 
Entrance i)apers are set on Saturday and Sunday, so En- 
trance candidates really have to bear their burden for ten 
days. 1 believe that they suffered less when the agony was 
shoi-tcr and sharper. Hut the elfect of the two systems on 
the candidates is a matter on which, as an inhabitant of a 
"northern climate, I am hardly qualified to pronounce. I can 
only say that when 1 superintended as Registrar the supple- 
mentary Examinations, I found the work most fatiguing. 
In fact my experience of hot weather examinations has 
confirmed me in the opinion 1 have always held, that all the 
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more numerously attended Examin<ations of the University 
should take place in the cold weather.

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REPORT OF THE SYNDICATE FOR THE YEAR 1886-87. 


The usual examinations have been held during the year 
in Arts, Law, Medicine, and Engineering; and a tabular 
statement is appended, shewing the results and affording a 
comparison with the results of previous years. The total 
number of candidates who appeared at this yearns examina- 
tions was 7,115, against 6,016 in the previous year. 

The number of candidates registered for the Entrance 
^ ^ „ ... examination was 4,398, of whom 

1,887 iiassed, 2,987 failed, 66 were 
absent, and 8 were expelled. Of the successful candi- 
dates, 261 were placed in the first division, 668 in the 
second, and 405 in the third. Of the 2,987 candidates 
who failed 2,884 were rejected in English, 1,486 in the 
second languages, 86S ill history and geography, and 1,911 
in mathematics. The number of candidates was greater 
by 76 than in 1885. The result of the examination shows a 
decrease in the pereontago of passcul candidates as com- 
pared with 1885. Tli(‘ number ]>asscd in 1885 was over 
33 per cent., wherea'^ in 1886 over 80 per cent, passed.

these, G57 took up tlie A. course against 308 in 1885, and 
212 took up the B. course against 120 in 1885. 


Of the 057 candidates in the A. course, 380, or about 57 
per cent., wore suecessful ; and 277 (including 23 absentees), 
or about 42 per cent., failed. Of tlu' successful candidates, 
283 were placed in the Pass list and 97 in the Honour lists — 38 
in the lirst division and 59 in tlie ^ecoinl, but 12 candidates 
having passed in two Honour subjects and 1 in three Honour 
subjects, 12 nauK's appear in the iirst division and G9 names 
ill the second division. 


Of the 212 candidates in the B. eourse, 72, or about 33 per 
cent., Avere successlul; and 140 (ineJnding 9 absentees), or 
about GG per cent., failed. Of the successful candidates, 
49 were placed in the Pass list and 23 in the Honour lists — 6 
ill the first division, and 17 in the sc^cond, but 5 candidates 
having passed in two Honour subjects, 6 names appear in 
the first division and 22 names appear in the second divi^ 
sion. 

Of the whole number examined, 152, or over 52 per cent, 
passed igaiiist 71 per cent, in the year 1885. 

Of the 417 candidates who failed, 199 wore rejected in 
Englibli, 122 in philosopli}, lOS in inatliemalics, 15 in the 
second languages, 30 in hisi(»r^, G9 in physics and chemistry, 
and 5 in pliysiology and botany.

the Senate and approved by His 
Excellency tho*Governor-Goiieral of India in Council. 

In paragraph 5 of the Eegulations for the examination 
for the degree of M. A., after tlie words “language from. 
English ” the following words have been inserted : — “ A can- 
didate for the degree of M. A. in Samskrit shall be allowed 
to take up Indian Paheography and Epigraphy instead of any 
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proiip which he may select of the text books in Philosophy 
fixea by tlie Syndicate. The Syndicate to determine what 
constitutes a group for the purpose of this Eegulation.’’ 

From paragraph 1 1 of the Regulations for the examination 
for a Licence in Medicine and Surgery, and from paragraph 
JO of the Regulations for ihe examination for the degree of 
Bachelor in Medicine, the following words have been 
omitted : — And in the case of a candidate who has already 
failed to pass, on the production of a certificate of Laving 
attended a further course of Hospital Practice and Clinical 
Instruction, subsequently to his last failure for one academical 
year.'' 

Paragraph G of the I^gulations for the examination for 
a Licence in Medicine and Surgery has been cancelled and 
the following words have been substitited lor it : — 

Every candidate shall be examined in the following 
subjects: — (a) Descriptive and Surgical Anatomy, (h) Che- 
mistry, organic and inorganic, having special reference to 
practical Medical Science, (c) Botany so far as regards the 
anatomy, histology and ])hysiology of flowering i)lants, {d) 
Materia Medica and Pharmacy, so far as regards drugs 
contained in the British Pharmacopoeia, (e) Generel Anatomy 
and Physiology, (f) Practical Chemistry, so far as regards 
the testing of urine ajid urinary deposits. The identification 
of iriicioscopic pr(»p«irations shall form no part of any of the 
examinations in ihe foregoing subjects." 

Paragraph 18 of the sairie Regulations has been cancelled, 
and the following words have been substituted for it: — 

Every candidate shall be examined in the following 
subjects: — (a) Principles and practice of Medicine, (&) Prin- 
ciples and pi’actice of Surgery, (c) Ophthalmic Medicine and 
Surgery, so far as regards the diseases of the conjunctiva, 
cornea and iris, (r/) Midwifery with the exceptions of the 
subjects of conception, generation, and the phy'=tiology of the 
foetus, (e) Medical Jurisprudence with the exception of the 
subjects of birth, inheritance, legitimacy, paternity, herma- 
phroditism, impotence, insanity and life insurance, (/) Hygiene 
and general pathology. The identification of Microscopic 
preparations shall form no part of aii}’' of the questions in 
the foregoing subjects. The subject of poisons, in the ex- 
amination in Medical Jurisprudence, shall be limited to the 
poisons commonly used in India; and in the subject of 
Pathology no question in special Pathology shall be asked." 
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In pnrapfrfipli 1 of the Regulations 'for Honours in Medi- 
cine after tlie words Medical Jurisprudence tlie following 
words have been inserted : — 

A fee of fifty rupees shall be payable by each candi- 
date for examination in one or more of the above branches.” 

From paragraph Id* of the Regulations for a Licence in 
Medicine and Surgery the following words have been omit- 
ted : — 

^‘To examine, in presence of the Examiners morbid pro- 
ducts chemically and by the aid of the microscope, demon- 
strating the results obtained.” 

After paragraph 8 of tlie Regulations for a Licence in 
IVredicine and Surgery under the* head “ First Licentiate 
Medical examinfilion ” the following paragraph has been 
inserted, to bo numbered paragrapli 9 : — 

^^A female student who has passed the Entrance 
examination, attended classes, and obtained her certificate 
in Medicine, Surgery and Midwifery in the Calcutta Medical 
College, shall, if recommended by the Principal, be admitted 
to this examination on her producing certificates to the 
following effect : — 

(«) Of having passed the First Arts examination of 
the University — 

(b) Of having completed her nineteenth year — 

(c) Of having attended in a School of Medicine recog- 
nized by the Syndicate an adjUtion^al course of lectures in 
each of the following subjects : — 

AnntOTny ^ Botanv. 

Physiology. Chtinlstry." 

and the numbering of the succeeding paragraphs has been 
altered accordingly. 

For the present marginal note to the Entrance certifi- * 
cate, the following has been substituted : “ The certificate 
of every candidate, who is not a private student, must 
bo signed by the Principal or Head Master of the school 
from which he appears. The certificate of a candidate who 
appears as a private student, must be signed by the Princi- 
pal of an affiliated College* or a Government Inspector of 
Schools or by the Head Master of a High School under 
public management.” And the following footnote has been 
appended to the words “ Private Student ” in the above 
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marginal note. A student who does not appear from any 
schdol, or who has been transferred since the 1st of Novem- 
ber next preceding the examination, without the consent 
of an Inspector, to the school from which he appears, will 
be treated as a private student.^^ 

In clause (a) of para. 10 of the Regulations for a Licence 
in Medicine and Surgery (para. 9 in the Calendar for 1886) 
after the words “ h^irst Licentiate Medical examination 
the following words have been inserted or First M. B. 
examination,^* and a similar insertion has been made in 
clauses (h) and (c) of the same paragraph, and in clause 
(a) of para. 10 of tlie Regulations for a Licence in Medi- 
cine and Surgery (para. 9 in the Calendar for 1886) ; and in 
clause (a) of para. 8 of the Regulations for the M. B. exa- 
mination (para. 8 in the Calendar for 1886) before the word 

years *’ the word Academical ** has been inserted.

Resolution. 

In Home Department Resolution, dated the 12th Febru- 
ary 1886, cited in the preamble, which announced the estab- 
lishment of six State Scholarships of the value of £200 
each per annum, tenable for three years in England by 
persons who are natives of India within the meaning of 
section 6 of the Statute 33 Vic., cap. 8, it was laid down 
int&r alia that no candidate for these scholarships should be 
more than 21 years of age. It was further provided in 
paragraphs 4 and 6 of the Ri'solution — 
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.(1) that ench scholar would be entitled to receive a 
sum of J6100 for passage money, and that a similar 
sum would be payable within one month before his 
actual return to India, if lie should complete the 
full period of three years* residence, or be compelled 
by sickness to return before tlie completion of that 
period: and 

{2) that if any scholar, not being disabled by sickness, 
failed to complete a residence of three years in 
England, or was guilty of gross misconduct, or 
disregard of the orders of Her Majesty’s Secretary 
of State, he would, at the dis(*retion of the Secre- 
tary of State, forfeit his scholarship and further be 
liable to refund the sum of Cl 00 drawn by him as 
passage money. 

2. As regards the age limit fixed by the Eesolutioii of 
12th February last, representations have been received by 
the Government of India to the effect that the result of 
prescribing a maximum limit of 21 years will practically 
involve the exclusion of Muhammadan youth from partici- 
pation in the benefits of the scholarships in question. The 
Governor-General in Council lias now, after careful con- 
sideration and consultation with the authorities of the Cal- 
cutta University, resolved to raise tlio* age limit. It is 
accordingly notified that tln» maximum limit of ago for all 
classes of candidates for these scholarships shall be 22 years 
instead of 21 years as prescribed in paragraph of the 
Eesolution above cited. 

3. In accordance with directions from Her Majesty’s 
Secreta^ of State, the Governor-General in Council further 
announ^s that, in modification of the ordiTs contained in 
paragraphs 4 and fi of the Eesolution of 12th February 
1880,— 

(1) each scholar shall he provided with a free passage 

to and from England instead of with a sum of 
£100 as passage money for each journey ; and 

(2) if* any scholar, not being disabled by sickness, fails 
* to complete a residence of three years in England, 

or is guilty of gross misconduct or disregard of 
the orders of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, 
he will, at the discretion of the Secretary of State 
forfeit his scholarship, and will also be liable to

1. Candidates for the Government Scholarships must be 
natives of India within the meaning ot section 6 of the 
Statute 33 Vic,, Cap.

2. The election of the scholars shall take place not later 
than the month of June in the year iii whicli a scholarship 
is placed at tlie disposal of this University. 

3. The candidates for the scholarsliip shall bo only such 
Graduates of the University us have passed the exai^ination 
for the degree of M. A., or the examination for the degree 
of B. A. with Honours, and must in all cases be under :i2 
years of age on the 3lst of March in the year in which the 
selection is made by this University, 

4. Candidates for the examinations mentioned in the 

preceding rule, who are debiious of competing for the Go- 
vernment scholarship at the disposal of this University either 
in the year of their examination, or in the year following; 
shall iijitimate the fact to the Registrar at the time they 
makd their applications for these examinations, and shall 
state whether they have tlie consent of their families to 
proceed to England in order to complete a University educa- 
tion there. « 
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5. Candidates mentioned in rule 4, who have the consent 
of tlieir families to proceed to England, shall, at the time 
when they notify their intention of competing for the 
scholarship, submit to the Eegistrar certificates of — 

(a) their good conduct from persons of respectability and 
position with whom they may be acquainted — 

(a) their knowledge of the English language, from one or 
more of the Professors of the Colleges in which they have 
been educated, and — 

(r) their physical capacity to undergo the course of life 
and study which they will have to follow in England, signed 
or countersigned by a Presidency or (^ivil Sni’gooii. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Senior Bord of Examiners 
in submitting the results of the exa minations mentioned in 
rule 3 to state which of the candidates are in their opinion 
fit and proper persons to be selected for the Government 
scholarship. 

7. *In the year in which the selection is to take place, 
the names of the candidates recommended by the Senior 
Board of Examiners for that jear and for the previous year 
shall bo laid before a Committee of the Syndicate, consisting 
of not more than three members, who shall have power to 
call for reports from the Principals and Professors of the 
Colleges ill which the graduates were educated, and to make 
such other eiiquirios as thej think tit, and who shall recom- 
mend to the Vice-Chaneellor one of the candidates for selec- 
tion.

15y Home Department Resolution dated 12th February 
1886, cited in the preamble, it was announced that six State 
scholarships of the value of £*i00 each per annum, tenable 
for three years in England by persons who are natives of 
India within tJie meaning of section 6 of the Statue 33 Vic,, 
Cap. 3, would be placed at the disposal of the Universities 
of Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, and the Punjab in rotation, 
one scliolarsliip being given to each of the first two Univer- 
sities during 1886 and one scholarship to each of the last 
twf) during 1887. The Government of India at the same 
time diieoted that, in the event of any special examinations 
being considered necessary for the election of scholars, the 
examinations should be held at such a time (not later than 
the month of June in each year) as would afford thesuccess- 
-ful candidates a sufiicient interval to complete their arrange- 
ments and to reach England before the opening of the 
October term at the University of Oxford or Cambridge, 
to one of which Universities the scholarship-holders would 
be required to proceed. The Government of India subse<- 
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quently announced, with the approval of Her Majesty's 
Secretary of State, that the stipend of each scholarship- 
holder would be paid quarterly at the end of each quarter, 
and it was further directed that the scholars should be 
instructed to report themselves to the India Office on anival 
in England. 

2. One scholarship was last year placed at the disnosal 
of each of the Universities of Calcutta and Bombay. It 
appears that the scholar selected by the latter University, 
although he arrived in England in lime for the October 
term, did not report himsidf at the India Office until the 
very latest moment, vk, the 12th of October, while the 
candidate selected by the former University was, owing to 
unadvoidable causes, unable to proceed to England in lime 
for the October term. Both the s^diolars, moreover, arrived 
in England without any formal papeis for the India Office. 
Ill bringing tliese facts to the notice of the (Jovornmeut 
of India, Her Majesty’s Secretary of Slate has pointed 
out that in future candidates belectod for tlie scholarships in 
question should report themselves at the India Office before 
the commencement of the October term. His Lordship also 
considers it very important that details as to the manner in 
which the scholars wore selected, as to the probable date of 
their arrival in England, and as to the choice of studies and 
University sliould reach tlic India Office before they arrive. 
The Governor General in Council desires that the Punjab 
Government and the Eegistrar of the Calcutta University 
will invariably arrange that this information may be supplied 
to the Government of India in time to enable it to comply 
with the requirements of the Secretary of State in the 
matter. 

In the case of scholars selected by the Universities at 
Madras and Bombay, the necessary report to the India Office 
should be made by the Local Governments. 

3. As the payment of the scholarship allowance in monthly 
instalments and in advance is likely to prove more convenient 
to the scholars and to be in other respects preferable to 
quarterly payments, Her Majesty’s Secretary of State has 
directed m adoption as a rule. 

4. In conclusion, the Governor General in Council deems 
it expedient to point out that while the scholarship allow- 
ance of £200 a year is sufficient to cover the necessary ex- 
penses of college life at Oxford or Cambridge, it is very desir-* 
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able, if not absolutely necessary, that the scholars should 
have some small private resources of their own to enable 
them to meet expenses in the vacation and other general 
expen'‘es which aie scsircely avoidable. His Excellency 
in Council wishes this to be clearly explained to every candi- 
date for the scliolarsjhip, and desires Local Governments to 
bring prominently to the notice of all institutions interested 
in the matter the fact that it is impossible for the holders of 
these scholarsliips to live with comfort in England without 
some private rcsourc(*s wherewith to supplement their 
scholarship allowance.
